THIS has been a terrible Campaign to the 
Germftns and their Confederates: For when 
they firft took the Field in the Spring, their Forces 
axnoanied to dxtj thoufand Men, but* now at the 
breaking up, and going to their Winter Quarters* 
they could not numoer above twenty thoufand. So 
that they have loft two Parts in three of their Army. 
Whilft the Trench profper and are vidloriousi taking 
their Towns and CaiUes, firbduing whole Pro- 
vinces to the Obedience 6f this invincible Mo- 
narch, and extending his^Con^ucfts far and wide 
through the Franche-Omftii terrain^ Mfaee, Bra" 
kant, FlatkUrf, Cktaknia, and even to the liles of 
the Sea. 

I have formerly given an Account to the Mi* 
niftcrs- of the Porte, of a)i the mofb remarkable 
Anions pertbrm'd in thefe Icvcral Quarters; there 
remains only a late famous Victory gain'd bv the 
Marcichal sie Turenne near Strss^urgh, of which I 
cannot give tnce the Particulars, neither is it very 
material* But, in^ brteff I (hall acquaint thee, that 
thro* the ConnivSocc of the Elector of Msyencit 
and the Citizens of- Strasturgh^ the Confederate 
Forces, amounting to forty thoufand Meii, got 
Paf&ge over the tihiney and had Hke to have lur- 
priz*a the "French, who were not above twenty 
five thoufand ftrong. But the Vigilance and good 
Conduct of Monfieur Turenne, prevented their De- 
fi^n, and* turn'd the Fortune of War to his own 
We« This wife General confidcring the unequal 
.; Numbers 
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Nnmbsrs of his EneniieS) did not tbink it fit to en- 
gage his whole Army at once with thebs, left be 
fliooid be opprefled with their Multitade» being al-> 
mod doable in Number to his. Biit he fought them 
by Detachments, letting upoQ them in their March: 
Aofl this fuccceded very fortunately, for he was in 
Poficffion of the moft advantageous Pods and PzScs 
of the Country. He lined the Hedges with fbme 
of his Men, who gali'd the'Enemies as they march'J 
abng the Roads. He f^anted others on the Deciive 
of Hifis, aiRhar the Cowrt ot Thickets, which grew 
on each Side of deep Ways, thro^ which the Ene- 
mies mud'.pafs; theie asinoy'd them ibrdy from 
their fiiady Heights, whilft foroe attack them in the 
Fronts Thus by gradual Skirmiihes, he cut off 
many Thoafands, and flrew.'d the Roads with dead 
Bodies : Till the Confederates perceiving how they 
were embarrais'd on all Hand^, took the Advantage of 
a certain Wood, where they retrenched themfelves, 
and flood in their own Detence z k>ng Time. But 
the French at length forc*d them from this Shelter, 
anS thtfn^ began alormal Battel, which proved bloody 
to the Impmalifts : For they had above three thou- 
&nd of their Men killed upon the Spot, bcfides 
thole that were wounded and taken Priibners* 
They loft aifb Ten Pieces of their Cannon j and 
the Ground was cover'd with >Guiraflcs, Halberts, 
Pikes, Muskets, Swords, and all forts of Arms, 
which the Codfederates left behind id thieir preci* 
pitate Retreat by Night. For fo general a Con- 
fternation had feiz'd the Minds of the Soldiery, 
that ail the Rhetorick of the Officers was not 
fufficknt to ftop their Flight. In this Battel, the 
Marefchal de Turnmi had his Horle kili'd ilndee 
him by a Musket'Shot, bat he. reoBlv'd no Hart 
hlm&U; 
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He is a fbrtanate dnd wife General,' knowing how 
to ferve himielf of all Opportunities and Advan* 
tases of Time; Pkce, aiKi other Circumfbtncef 
which ofier thcmfelves to Man's Confidefation ia 
Time of War* He never attacks an Enemy, with- 
out being fure of getting the Vid:ory, or at lead 
of retiring fccurely and honourably fiX)m the Com- 
bat. The Trench ufe to fay, Th4t if the Prince of 
Conde haJ an jill^ of TurenneV JEarth in his Hm^ 
per, and Turenne had the Frince tf Conde*/ Fire, 
there would not be two fueh other Generals in th^ 
whole World.

This was done very htelyv and at the (ame tiniTe- 
the Duke de Noailles was icnt with an Army into. 
Fianders j where he foon took the Town and Ca{Vie 
of Aubejpimi the Towns of Tefine and Mornah% 
the Caftle of Oigny, with the Towns of Crty ani 
VexJtmt. ^ ^ 

This laft is a Place of confiderable Importance, 
being called the Gate of- Lorrain^ and the Poftem of 
the Francbe Cemfte, Whereby this Monarch is be«- 
come adiual Mafter of the BaiUage oi'AmwP, which 
comprehends above fi^c hundred Villages; 

The Spamards feeing him thus fuccefsRiU and that 
they could not by open Refiftance do^ the Courle- 
of his Vi^ries, took another Method, and fought 
tftttndermine htm by Plots and Confederacies witk 
ibmc of his Sttbje£b. 

:: ."JChcy had agreed with the ChevaUer de- Kohajh 
ttf-fijttie on him a Penfion of Eight ThoufanA 
Ji^jS^s a. year». and- Xfi* prcicni him- o\it of- liand^

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with five thoufand Piftoles, if he would put them .

Province of NortnAndj, 

The ChcTsdier de Rohan had made himfeif and 
them believe, that it was in his Power with much 
Eafe to perform this : But he was miftaken. Some 
of his Friends (ay, he never thought of accomplifli- 
ing his Bargain, his Credit being, too fhiail in that 
P.ace} and that he only aimed to repair his For- 
tune, by cheating the Spaniards of their Eve thou- * 
find Pifioles. However, the Plot was discovered 
to the French King, who has his Spies in all Corners 
of the Kingdom. The unfortunate Chevalier was 
ieized and brought to the BaftiUj and being con- 
vi^d of Treaibn, was condemned to lofe his Head, 
which was accordingly executed. 

The Marquis, of ^/Z«ri, and the Sieur de Tenat^^ 
fuflPer'd the fame Punifhment, as Accomplices in 
the Trcafbn. Another French Lord of the Party 
was kiird in defending himfelf againft thoie who 
i^vere order'd to arreft him. Thete had undertaken 
to deliver other Places of Strength into the Hands 
of the Hdlanders who fir ft be^n the War. 

Had their Confpiracy taken ejOfedl, it woukl 
)iave been no difficult . Matter to corrupt other 
^/brandees with the Sfamfh Gold, and ib a Third 
Part of France might have been fold for a Price 
not allowable in the Mercats of Kings. For it 
ieems the Hetlanders and Spaniards were upon the 
Point of making their Deicents in Normandy and 
16retagMy being invited thereto by the large Pro- 
jnt&s of the Peribns before^namedv and their 
Confederates, who made them believe, that n 

freat Part of the Nobility and Gentry of thofe 
rovinces would come over to them, as ibon as 
they faw them landed j and there was no need 
to fear any Oppofition from the Vulgar, who are 
bmind to follow the Foitung^ of their llords. Be* 
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iides> they are always defiroui of Novdty and 
Change. 

There is nothing {o abjed, poor and con- 
temptible, as the Peaiantnr of I^Mnci, who la- 
bour only for others, whilfl they can hardly get 
Bread for thensielvet oat of all their Toil. In a 
word, they are abiblute. Slaves to them-whofe 
Tenants they are, and whofe Land6 they farm. 
They are not more oppreiled by the Publick 
Taxes and Gabds, than they are by the private 
Impofitions of their Country Lords, befide the bn- 
rea£>nable Demands of the Priefts. Tfaeie Suifo* 
ings dtfpofe them to wilh for a Revdution in the 
Government, from which they might hope to re- 
ceive gentler Ulage. 

"Twas this, partly, which encooraged the H^- 
Umders and Sftimaris to think of inv^inff Jr^na r 
Otherwife, they had only been upon the defen- 
five. This King has to do with a great many po* 
tent Enemies* The £mperor hdds him play on 
thcEhine i the Duke ot Lorrain ^Ves him Diveriioa 
in his new Conquefts on that Side. The King at 
SfMtn puts him to a great Expence iof Men and Mo- 
ney in TUndifs. Tht Hollamers infeft him by Sea, 
and would 60 by Land, if they knew which way* 
Yet thi) Monarch copes with them all ; baffles their 
Plots and Intrigues, feils their Arms, daily gains 
Ground, and by a continued Series of Conquefts, 
makes it apparent, that his is the only fkninArog 
Fortune in the Wtfi. 

■ The King of Swtden had made certain Prop<^ 
&l6 ot Peace between the Emperor, the King of 
BvMir^ the King ot Sfom, the States of nottand^ 
iM fbme of the Elefifcoral Princes.

This was deeply relented at the French Court, as 
being a notorious Breach of the Law of Nations $ 
and the King publiifa'd a Maaifefto, wherein he 
chared the En&peror with giving Order for thfs- 
Infult) declaring alio, that unlefs due Satisfa^on 
were naade, he would withdraw his Ambailadors 
from the Place of ConiereBce, and fcek Juftice with 
Sword in Hasd. 

He complain'd to the King of Swedeland of this 
Violence, suid enter'd in a clefe and fbi^ League 
with htm. G$i/i4vus presently recalls his Ambafia- 
. dors from the publick Meeting, commanding them 
.to proteft agaioft the A€baon of the Marquis d» 
GranAj as a Viobtion of the Civil Laws. The French 
King has doQe th6 ikmt% and all things feem to pop- 
tend a general t>iftra(9:ion in Fiir^ppe. 
'. Thole of the Roman Church fight againfl one 
another, as well as they combine agaiiift the Pro>- 
teflants, whom they efteem as the common Enemy* 
and ^ have little better Regard for them, than we 
i4uffiibnms have for the Perfim Kifilhtfchi, whoni 
we execrate as 4^bominable Hereticks. One fbrt.ijf 
Pro^eftagts alfb cabal agaijod soother ; the Luthenms 
hate and profecute the Cakvinifi^ ; which the lat^ 
return with equal Aninfofity. Thcfe Infidels are 
caught. in the, Devil's Snares, whore (hey bite and 
devour one another. They are in egregious Dark- 
acis, tois'd about in a Tempeft of Errors. Th^ 
are furrounded with Enchantments: Their Guides 
are Sorcerers and Magicians: Hell has a Hand in ail 
their Devices. , .

THou fhak hear how a famous Chcii^iaii General* _ 
the Mnrefrhtd de Ttaenney deported himielf» ^ 
when he was Litely challci^lcl to a iingle Combat , 
by the Prince Palatine of the 'Rhine, 

It ieems,' this latter had I5een a gr^t SuiSerer by 
the prefent War bctvP'ccn France and the Confederate, 
Princes \ for his Country flying., near the Rhme^ wjas 
expofed to botbi Parties^ and th< Trench && efi^/ 
tcr*d it* ' ,. 

There were fbme JErtgliJh Troops in the B'emk » 
Army, who had conceived an implacable Revenge 
againft the Subjedbs of the FaUtme, in regard , 
many of their Canarades liad been, bar barou£ly« J 

handled by them. Wh«refor^ they niade grcat^i 

Dcva- ' 
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Deraftation where-erer they came; burnt Five 
and Twenty great ViUages to the Ground, and 
Five fmail Cities* In a w(»d, they quite rutn'd 
in Fifteen Days Time the whole Country, which 
is efteem'd the moft ^ea£mt and agreeable Part of 

This pot the Eledlor all in Choler, and he 
wrote a (harp Letter to the MttrtfcM Turemte, 
threatning him in a furious Manner, and bid- 
ding him chuie the Place, where he might fight 
with him in (ingle Duel. But the Ssge Ma- 
rt/chdl retaining his ufual Moderation, and not 
at all. moved at the Falatine's Letter, anfwer'd it 
in thefe or the like Terms $ That the Frceees&ngs {f 
the Englifh ^giments r»ere withomt his Order 4>r 
Affrokatims That he was infinitely troubled at the 
Violences which had Seen cemmitteds and thai the 
chief Authors had Seen ftmijhed. J^everthelefsy he 
cmld not but. dtctaroy That the cruel T^etttment which 
the Englifh had met withy had fo exajpet^ted their 
Cpmfanmst thai it was no wonder to fie them execute 
their RevengOy even on the very inanimate Things, Jksd 
that in thefirfi Heat ^nd Tranffart of their Fury, they 
had not lei/ure to examine who were guilty^ And who 
not. He added likewilie. That if the Fofi which the 
Xing his Matter had apfmted him would permit him 
to accept of his Challenp, he would not refufi ity 
iouming it an Honour torneajure his Arms with thefo 
4ffi illt^ious a frhuet'But that as Things were, he 
defied to Se excufid. 

In former Days fuch an Anfwer as this would 
Ittve been taken for an Argument of Cowardift in 
a , Man profefiing Arms. There was nothing more 
common among thefe Infidels, than to decide their 
private Controverfies, Grudges and Quarrels by 
the Sword; and their Laws idlow'd it. If any- 
Man had accu&d another wrongfblly, or had done 
liim any other lojuiy. he did nCrt mil preieody

to the Cadi's or Lawyers for Redrew, but had re- 
courfe to his Arms ; And whofoever got the Vidto- 
ry> his Caufe was pronounced juft. But fincc the 
•Commerce which has been cftablilh'd between the 
^ujfulmans and the Sazarenes, thefe latter have 
learned to forfake ib impious a Pra£):ice, being 
aflmm'd^hat the Followers of Mahomet, whom they 
call Infidels, (hould out-ftrip them in the Peacc- 
aWeneis of their Tempers} a Virtue Co earncftly 
Kcommended to the rra^ice of all Chriftians by 
yeff*s the Son of Mftty, Betides, they jiave found 
the Incon7eniencies of theie private Com bats $ and 
they are generally forbidden now in moft Countries 
of Europe. This is owing to the Examples of the 
MuffidmanSi whofe Anger agatnft each other fcarcc 
e\rer proceeds to contumelious Words, much lefs to 
Blows, or any Attempt upon Life. For when a 
piiputc arifes between two True Believers, and 
they become never fo little paffionate thereupon, 
'tis but for a third Perfon, one of the Faithful, to in- 
terpofe himfelf, and reproach them with violating 
the Laws of the Prophet, and the Honour of their 
ProfeiFion, and they immediately are made Friends 
again. Such Magick there is in the Force of thcfc 
Words ; Fie, fie ! P09at ! Muffklmans,- and quarrel f 
The ufual Reprimand of the By-ftanders. Which 
is an evident Argument, That our holy Religion 
has a greater Influence on the Hearts and Cbnfci- 
ences of thoie that prof^fs it, than has that of the 
Naxarenes* For whilft thefe pretend to believe asd 
honour the Mefjias as their Lawgiver, they difbbey 
him in their daily Prance, and ib give the Lie to 
their Faith, difcovering that it has no Efficacy on 
their Morals. Doublfefi, ^tKer Mejpas was holy* 
chafle, peaces&ie, humble and harmlefs. But it 
is rare to find any of thcfc Virtues among his Fol- 
lowers* He bid them return Good for Evil, BleJlmgs 
for C$trfes, and tpfuger all Injuries patiently, after his 
.'Ull J J J.' K C Ex- 
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Example; but xhcj invert the Order of his Pre- 
cepts, and read them backward, as they fey Witches 
do the Pater-ncfter. 

When ytuias came to feize him in the Garden of 
Cethfemani, with a Train of Officers and Ruffians, 
one of 7e/5w*s Retinue drew his Whinny, and cut 
off an Ear from the Servant of the High Prieft.

The poor Derviches ftriving who 
ihould moft readily latisfy him, cr/d out all to^ 
gether, Jf u Mid- Jay, My Lordi when he made 
them this wild An(wer, Then get y9m dl gone, and 
make an End ef your Sfeeeh to tie Devil by Midn 
night i for I'll hear no more of your Ung'-ioinded 
Ilattery, 

Thou wilt iay. This was an odd Sort of Exprei^ 
fion in a Prince: But it muft be imputed to the 
Fierynefs of his Conftitution, which in his Youth 
ipttir'd him oh to a thouiand Extravagancies. He 
corre^ed thefe in Time, and .inftead of fuch vain 
Pranks and Flalhes of his iparkling l*Iature, he 
grew inflam'd with noble Ardours for his King 
and Country. He was commonly call'd the 'Frenm 
Jdon and Mars, being efteemed the bolded^.Maii 
in the Kingdom. Marefchal Turenne, who was no 
Stranger to his Genius, us'd to lay. That finee the 
trave Horatius Curtius« there never was a idan Son 
if Woman fo full rf^irt and Spirit^ ae the Vtiuce vf 
Condc. 

Yet, which is more to be admir'd^ that two Iuch 
Qualities ihould meet in the fiime Genius, he is 
a great Statefman^ as well as a Yaliam: SokKer; 
He has a prodigious Aim at. the good^or itt So*- 

ccfi 
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cefs of Enterprizes. And his Counfels ^c geiierallf 
Fortunate. 

As thefe Accomplilbmetits have rendered Him "be- 
loved by the Generality of the French Nation ; fb hie 
Inconftancy, and fiding with different Fa^ions, have 
made him iufpedled both by the Court and the Par- 
liaments* All Sides are (by of hini> and referv'd in 
^heir Addrefles. Tho' he has done Services enoi^fa, 
one would think, to ef&ce the Memory of his fop- 
mer Flings 5 yet the Civilities he receives from 
the King, are onlv the faint Sprinklings of Court 
Holy Water. Sa hard Thing tt- is fw m imntm 
Terfm to recover the Ifieem which he has once loft, by 
making falfe Stefs, •• * 

This Monarch is obferv'd to be very conftant 
to thoft he loves, never putting to Death any of 
&1S Favourites, tho' he has often caus'd them to be 
arrefled. He is very af&ble,^ and of no diffi-^ 
cult Accefs: Civil and courteous to the pporeft 
People, returning the Salutes of his Subjjed^s TJrith 
much Condefcenfion. He is amorous alio, and 
indulges that £)ft FafCon in the mid& of all his 

florious Enterprizes. He had . once three . Mi- 
-refles togiether, one whereof was of vulgar PJi- 
rentaee, the other was a noble Woman, and 
the tXird a Nun. Which occafioned thisjcft'to 
be put on him. That he went about tb unite thjO 
Three Efiates^ and faften them to the Interefi oF 
the Crown. • ^ 

Among the other Diver&ns of this^ great Prince, 
' Ik takes a particular Pleafure in magnificent Build-« 
ing$. And his new Palace at VerfiuUes is efteem'd 
one of the Wonders of the World, for Beauty and 
Art. As ibon as it was finiih'd, a certain Poet pre- 
ftnted thit King with this Diftich.

Not th|^ ;i fijn. fo9dlofViL«vity]wii^ majgcs us 
reiemble Apes rather than Men^ tho' the Phi- 
loibphers iay the contrary. But I corre^ mjr 
partial Thoughts, which would lay the Fault on 
my Body, when my Mixid is chiefly to blame. 
For he that is Mafter of his Reaibn, need not 
tall into either Extreme, to be always grinning 
like JB>mocritHS9 or howling with BeracUtus, Rc- 
- _ J / fignation 
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Agnation and Tranquillity are the Golden Mean. 
And he that fleps over this Line, on one Side or 
other, falls into the fame Vanity which he bemoans 
or ridicules in the reft of Mortals. * 

I have ftudied to know this World, an^ the Na- 
ture of all Things, but am never the wifer, after To 
'many YdKS of Search. I have perufed many Books, 
and converfed with more Men, yet none of them 
all can inform me of a Certainty what I am my 
iclf. How then ihould I be able to comprehend 
the Effences of f$hct Things? Henceforth I will 
Jay afide this inquifitive Folly, and be carclefs, till 
Death (hall either quite extinguifli fo trouble- 
IbmeaPaflion, or. fully Citisfy it with new Difco- 
veries. 

In that fepar^tc State, I hope to fee in open 
Light the naked Forms of Things, witlrout the In- 
tcrpofition of a Veil or Glafs, to thicken and dusk 
the Profpe<Sl. Whereas in this Life, we are fain 
to peep into the World through the clofe Windows . 
of our Senfes 3 which are fo overlaid and darkened 
with the Dull our .PafTions raife, befides the natu- 
ral Dulnefs of their Compofitioii j that we are fain 
to run from Pannel to Panncl, and ufe the Opticks* 
of Philofophy to help our Sight. Yet, after all, 
we ftill are purblind, and fb are like to be during 
this mortal Life. But when once this Prifbn of 
ours (hall be demolifhcd by a Tempcft of Misfor- 
tunes, or by fome fudden Difafter ; or it fliall moul- 
der away through Sickncfs, Age, and native Weak- 
nefs, thus crumbling to its primitive Duft, then

L E T T E R IL . 

To Hamet ReisEffendi, Principal Scr 
cretary of the Ottoman Empire. 

IT is above ten Years ago fince I gave thee an 
Account of the renowned Mdhfchal de Turenne : 
V herein I did not pretend his com pleat Hiftory, or 
preicnt thee with hb iuU Character 5 but only to 
inform thee; of fome remarkable Paffages in his Life,» 
and to draw an imperfe£i: Idea of his Virtues. 
Vc hich though they were very 'great, yet were not 
Sufficient to skreen him from the Chance 6f War, 
and the Stroke of a violent Death. 

On the Six and twentieth of the Moon of July, 
this great General having given all neceflary Orders 
for a Battle with the Impcrialifts in AlfatM, was 
furveying a certain raised Ground near Strasburg^ On 
which he dcfign'd to plant a Battery ; when a Can- 
non-shot from tlic^Town, guided by Fate, more 
than by the Gunner's Aim or Skill, came graiiiig 
along on the Jarth, arid in its Career gave this Hero 
a mortal Blow on the Breaft, of which he inftantly 
died without fpeaking a Word. 

There was an Officer of the Artillery in his 

Company, who fpied the Courfe pf the Bullet at 

a Diilance, , and happily ' flatted out of the Way. 

He reports,' that Monfimr JUreme Tm\iiQ fihi<i 

/ ' but 
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but whether out of the Greatnefs of his Spirit, 
ivhich would not fufiRsr him to appear timorous of 
Death, or whether his extreme Thoughtfulnefs on 
the approaching Battel, kept him from providing 
for his own Safety; iris certain he flood imraovea* 
ble, and fuilain'd the fatal Stroke which coft him 
his Life. 

The Couft of Franci laments his Death with ex- 
ti*abrdinary Demonfh-ations of Sorrow \ And fo does 
all the Kingdom. Indeed they have Reafbn: FrancB 
having never fent into the Field a Man more accom- 
plifli'd with all the Virtues and Heroic Qualities re- 
quifite in a great General. 

They relate two or three remarkable Pafl^ges of 
his Lire, which either happened fince I wrote my 
former Letter to thee about him, or at lead they 
<^me not to my Knowledge at that Time. 

One was, a fittle after his Brother the Duke of 
Somlhn*s Death, when he was fecn to weep very 
afFc6lionately, though he endeavoured to hide his 
Padion from the Obfervation of others. Which 
was taken Notice of as an« Argument of his com- 
paflionate Temper ; and that all the Blood which 
had been fpilt in his Sight, and under his Conclude 
had not dimini(hcd his Natural Tendernefs and Hu- 
manity. 

He was " fincercly modeft, without giving the 
World any Occafion to judge that he only affefted 
CO appear fb. For when any of his Friends or Crea- 
tures would run into Hyperboles in extolling his 
Anions, he would not by a feign*d Humility, and 
denying all they 6id, lay a Train for greater Flat- 
teries 'y but he £6 di^reetly moderated his Anfwer* 
that -at the fame Time he appeared fenfible of his 
True Merit, without the leaftSymptom ot Arrogance 

or Vain-Glory.

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So when fome Lords camtto condole the Lofs of 
his Brother } that they might comfort him, they 
turn'd the Difcourfe to a Panegyrick on himfclf, 
highly extolling the whole Series of his Heroick 
PcfrFormanccs, But looking on them with a ftcdfeft 
Gravity, and fetching a deep Sigh, 4ie reply *d, // is 
the Opinion of the Worldy that I am fomething vtrsH 
in the Affairs of War y it vould be an uMgratrful l*re- 
fumpion to oppofe the FubUck Sentiment, But I can 
ajfurt you, there is nothing more certain^ than that 
much of my Knowledge in this Kind is owing, to my 
deceafed Brother, who by Rules taught me many ad- 
vantageous Improvements of Martial Difcipiine, And I 
learned not a little from his own exemplary Condu^, 

Another Remark they make, is on the Liberality 
of this General, and his Contempt of Riches : Fpr 
he really impoverilhcd himfeif to reward and gratify 
his Friends. It being a Word very common in his 
Mouth, That he would live on the King's fay, arid 
his hy lends Jhould live -on his 'Efiate, Yet he was but 
a younger Brother. Which made his Wife often fay, 
Ihat were it not for the King's Money, her Husband 
ehtertain'd fuch a Retinue of Noble Beggars about 
him, that jhe feared both he and jhe mujl in a little 
XiJne take up the fame Trade, and turn Mendicants 
themf elves. 

It is credibly reported of this great Man, that he 
iet his Htfart ib little on Money, as not to know 
pnc Piece of Coin frc-n another, noi^ their different 
Value in Exchange, 

Once he was heard to fay thefe Words to fome of - 
the Nobles, who were difcourfing on Wealth, I won" 
der, faid he, what Fleafure Men can take in hoarding up 
great Heaps df Money : For my fart, if at the End ^ the 
Tear, I Jhould faid in my Coffers a great Treafure of Gold 
Irft, it would naufeate me as much, as if juft when J had 
made a full Dinner , J fhould be forced to fit ftill, and 
glm myfelfby eating of the fime Dijhes ever again. 

And 
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' And that which is mdfl to be admir'd is, that even 
ki his Old Age, to which Avaricp is lb natural, his 
Purie was always open, and he gave away his Money 
as liberal as in. his Youth. So that when he was 
dead, they could find ,no more than Five hundred 
Crowns in his keeping. Belides, he died much in 
Debt, which he contra£ted on the Armies Accounr, 
that they (hould not want their Pay in due Seafbn* 
But, 'tis faid, the King either has diicharged thefe 
Debts, or will do it in a little Time. 

He was a Man oF no great Pretence, either for 
Tailnefs or graceful Features ; but of an ordinary 
Size, and heavy Countenance. With a Mien and 
Air more like a Citizen or a Mechanick, than a Sol*- 
dier. Which juftifies the old Proverb, Tha^t the face 
U not always the true Index of the Heart* For all I he 
World knows, that he was a Man of great Re* 
iblution and Bravery. 

. They attribute many of his Victories to his Re- 
gular and Sage Copdu^k 3 others to his Fortune } 
whilft they cannot deny, that fome were owing en- 
tirely to the Force ol his Invincible Courage. 

It were eafy to relate many Inftances of this 
Kind. But I will not tire thy Patience. My Let* 
ter is already ftretch^d beyond its defign'd Limits ; 
yet it comes far Ihort of reaching the Charadier of 
tliis Prince.. However it would be- invidious not to 
inform thee of all I know concerning him worth 
Obiervation. 

In the Time of the Civil Wars, after he had 
abandoned the Party of the Malcontents, and was 
made General of one of the4Cing*s Armies, he gave 
an admirable Proof of his undaunted Valour. For, 
when he had but Three thoufand five hundred 
Men with him, and thofe in a manner hemmed in 
by Fourteen thoufand of the Rebels ^ Co that there 
was bat one Pafs left whereby he might efcape, and 

D } he 
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he was ftrongly prefs'd to make IMe of that Advan* 
tage : No, fays he> / will noi ar^ longer liv$ to fe0 
my Sovereign flmt out of hi^ own Ctties \ Orleans Sarr^ii 
her Gates againft him, even whilft the ¥mgs forces 
were entire^ before they had received aity Left of De*- 
featy and can we exfeB they will be any where mors 
favourable to him, when they Jhall behold $ts fifing 
from eur viiiorious Enemies t No: This fatal DayjhaU 
either put a Check fo their Saccefi, or give a Period 
to my Life, And the Event ani^er'd his £xpe&* 
tions. For he entered into Battel with the Prince of 
Conde, and routed ali his Forces. Ever iince which» 
he has done the French King io many eminent Ser^ 
vices, as amply made amends for his two Tears 
Revolt. 

He is now gone to the other World, not as to a 
Campaign, but to celebrate an Eternal Trkmph 
among the famous Heroes of the Earth. 

The King has, in Honour of his Merits, caufed 
his Body to be buried in the Tefnple of St. Demdsi 
where all the Blood-Royal of France is reported; 
Shewing in this, how little Difference he makes 
between him that fits on the Throne, and Mm that 
well fupports it,

tan to reward thee and all his Faithful Minivers, and 
valiant Generals, with particular Honours, propar*

THERE happen many remarkable Events in 
a Year, wiich I cannot prefently tranfmit an 
Account ot for vvant of timery Intelligence. My 
Letters are often finifhed and fbaledi and fonjetimcs 
lent away, before I- heax of the Taking of fuch a 
City, or Strong-hold,- .of this Vi^ory on the 
Trerich Side, or that Succeis on the Part of their 
Enemies, the Germans, Spamards, and Hollanders. 
And I do not think it worth while to trouble 
the Minifters of the Port with an After-Difpatch, 
only to inform them of fome Siege, Battle, or 
other petty Occurrence, as oft as they come to my 
Knowledge, Chiifing rather to recapitulate in one 
Letter, at the End of the Year, all fuch Paflages as 
were omitted before, that Co my Intelligence, ho w- 
ipver disjointed and parcelUfl out into Fragments,, 
xnay yet at lad be fet together ajgain, and madg 
entire. 

Thus the Taking of BelUgmd in Bj)uJpllon from 
the Sfanmrds by the Marefchal de Schombergj was 
not a Matter of that Importance, :as to. deferve a 
particular Letter on purpofe to keop Time with 
A<9:ioa Yet it is. convenient to inttrt it in this 
Summary of Tran/a^ions omitted in my former 
Letters i that £o tht Ottoman, Regifter may not be 
imperfe<3: and defeAive. This Fortrefs was taken 
about Midfummer, after an Entrenchment of feven 
Days. 

But Fortune, though Ihe feeras to have declared 
in Favour of the French Arms, yet to (hew her In- 
cooflancy, fbmctimes turns her Smiles to Frpwns, 
iad^ftems fo;* awhile to leave them ia the Lurch.

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On the I ith of the 8th Moony there happened an 
Accident at Tfrvtsi which occaiioned the Lois of 
that Town to the Confederate Enemies of FrMnce^ 
and a little clouded the Glory of the Manfchal d$ 
Crequi's Arms, who had hitherto fought fuccefsfully, 
and gain'd the Reputation of a very wife and pru* 
dent General. 

It feems the G<).vernor of Treves, whom they 
call the Sieur Vignoryj had Orders to come out of 
the Town that very Day, and join the Mare/chal 
4ie Crequi with five thou(and Men of the Garri- 
Jbn, to put in Execution fome Defign they had 
upon the Confederate Torces, which lay not far 
off. The Governor in compliance with the 
Order, was marching his Men over a Bridge, 
when his Horfe Suddenly flartiag at the DiC- 
fhnrgc of a Piftol, fell with his Rider into the 
Ditch, where they both perifhed. Now this un- 
fortunate Gentleman not having difcover*d his fe- 
crct Order to any Perlbn living j his Lieutenant 
being ignorant of the Dedgn, and troubled at this 
tinhappy Accidept, caufcd the ^vc thouland Men 
to march back again into the Town- In the mean 
time the Murefcmil de Crequi in vain expe£bed the 
Coming of theie Recruits, and finding himftlf too 
weak to rellft the more numerous Troops of 
his Enemies, was forced to give way, whilft they 
advanced to befiege the Town, the main Thing 
which he aimed to prevent. In this Streight he 
had nothing elfe to do but to throw himfclf with 
his Forces into the Town, that fb his Prcfcncc 
might flipply the dead Governor's Place, till the 
King's Pieaiiire was known. He defended the 
Place with much Refblution and Bravery : But by 
the Treachery of a certain Captain belonging to 
the Garrilbn, it was at length taken, after abun-» 
dance of Blood flied. This Traytor*s Name was 
Bofejourdani he held a private Correlpondence 

with 
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iwith the Enemy, informed them of tha. DifaUvan- 
tagcs the Town lay under j corrupted fcvcral of tho 
Gariibn, and dti $11 Things that might facilitate tho 
Redudbion oi the Place. For which he was defcivcdly . 
hang'd, having been deliver'd into the Hands of the 
Irenchy by thofe, who though they madtufe of th» 
Treafbny yet conldnot but abhor the Iraytor, 
: The Imperialiils took Courage upon this Succefs, 
and began to think. That fincc the Death of Ma" 
refchal Turenne, lEwrtune hud tibandon'd the Interejl 
of France, and enter' d into the Confederacy wiih them. 
Hereupon Count MontecucHli on the 20th of the 
8th Moon^ inverted Haguenau^ a ftrong Place in the 
Habds .of the French. But the Approach of the 
Prince of Conde foon made him raife the Siege. 
Since-- which there has been little of A£tion on. ci- 
ther Sidey fave the taking of Thuin, a T(.>wn litua* 
tttd on the Sambre^ and which commands ^11 the 
Country between that River and the Meufe,- It 
was fuprcnder'dto the B-wf^^^boi*: the Beginning 
ot the iiih Moony on Condition that th* Privi- 
leges of the Inhabitants ihould be preferv^d, and 
that they ihould not be fprc'd.to maimaifttheKirig's 
Garifbn. 

There have been lately fcfne Seditions in the ( 
Pirovinces of Bretagne and Guienney^C^ld to be ie- 
#retly, abetted by the Parliaments ol Bourdeaux 
and BLemei^ For which the. King has fignificd his > 
Djfpleafurcy by^rcmwing thofe Allcmblics to other 
Places, after having inflided ievere and exempla-- 
ly Punifhments oa the Ringleaders ot' the Tu- - 
xnults. 

And now this Monarch feems to be weary of the>- 
Fatigues of War, having publilVd a Miiwiff/?(?, wheie- 
in he comf'a'ms of the Injury done fa Pr/wr^- William of' 
Farftemburc, fienifotentiary .from the BiJIoof of Cc- - 
logne i Declares that <he had Reafon to Jhew his Re- 
-{tnfimiJlfs of an Agront given to his Ally contrary to the 
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La-^ cf Nature 5 fhat nevtrthelifs h$ kad laboured fwf 
the general feace ^/'Chriflendom : And vat now in 
the fame Inclination, On which Account he &nt the 
Sieur Colbert Mader of the Requefls, and the Count 
i'Avaux to Nimeguen, there to afTift at the Confer 
itnccs df Peace. 

Some &y, this Propeniiofl to Peace is the Effeft 
of a Vow the King made, when he was lately af- 
flid^ed with a violent Fever. Be it how it will* 
ike Captains and Soldiers on all Sides are aereed 
to ceafe from A^s of Hoftility, during this cold Sea* 
ion ;* finding it much more comfortabk to wallow in 
Beds of Down, than to lie abroad in the Snow j and 
to lay clofe Siege to a good Fire, than to campaign 
St in Trenches RiU of Water and Ice.

On . the ath. of the firft Moony there happen*d a 
Naval Fight between the Sieur de ^uefney Lieu- 
tenant-General of the Trench Fleets, anji Be Rue* 
ter, Vice-Admiral of the Butch j wherein the 
latter fuffer'd confiderable Damage. But far great*- 
er vras their Lofs on the 2 id ot. the Fourth Moon 
followmg, when the Famous De Riiiter - wSiS 
kiird, and feveral of the Datch Ships Jfunki burnt, . 
and taken.. Yet that which made the greateft 
Noife, was a Battle fought on the id of this- 
prefent Moon, between the Marefdlal de^ Vivonney 
Commander of the. Trench. Fleet, on the Coaft of* 
Sicily y and the Urtited Naval .Forces of^;>4i» and* 
Holland. ^

I ceaie to iay more of this remarkable Fightt 
iave that it is efteem'd only Second to the fitmous 
Battle of LetMtao,

By my SouJ, I believe all Things proceed from 
Eternal Chance. All that we admire ib much in 
tlie V(orld> is a mere Higgle-de-Piggledy of 

Things 
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Things which may be, or may not be, only they 
are; and fo we muft not quarrel with any Thing 
that has Exiftence. We b«hoid the Sun, Moon» 
and Stars p^er our Heads; they give us their 
jKiccefTive Light by Night and Day. We trample 
upon the Esrai under our Feet» and fail on the 
open Sea, to which we can give no great Truft. At 
the £ime Time, we know not the Natures of theft 
different Beings : The Sun may be but an eternal 
Carbuncle, -for ought we know ^ and the Moon but 
a creftcd Saphire > the reil of the Planets but the 
Refradlions of thefe bright Eflences, and all tlis 
fixed Stars, but fb many Splinters of the eternal 
Torch which lights the World.

all his Fridnds by way of Recommendatioa of the 
Author and his Subje^. Thofe Letters a6:erwards 
were put in Print, and 'tis not to be exprefs'd 
what powerful Infiueace they had on all Impartial 
Readers. He publifhed alfb many learned Treatifes, 
in the Pefence and PraUe of a contemplative Life.

The Spa^ 

mard laid aiide his native Jeabufy of Forelgn^s, 

and the frenchman mortified his P;que againft that 

Nation. They both conversed with Openneis of 

Jleart, jqadjiiireferved Freedom.

For the Followerf 
oiMM^iUat ^etmctty and MoUno^ sffe aheady brands 
ed, and diftinguilh'd from the xcSl of the Na^argneh 
by the odious Names of Hereticks> which is nexc 
Door to the:more dpprehrious Titlrof Infideisj the 
beft and kindeil Sjpithet thcf can afford the faithful 
MuffiUmans. 

To fum up all in brief, they reckon a Hundredi 
Thoufand of this new St€t inJtafy^ as many more 
in France and Spam, and not much fewer * in <Ser* 
mai^ i hcGdes FolanJ, HungMy^ and other Regions.

The 
King is impatient of any Check given to the Pro-^ 
greu of his Arms, and fpares neither Men nor 
Money to keep up the Rt^putatton and Fame of a 
Conqueror. And if this Chara6):er (grown fk^ 
miliar to him, as it were by Ptefcription, after a 
long and almoft uninterrupted Series of Vid^o-^ 
ries) happen, at any Time to be lel&n'd by fbme 
unfuccefsful Attempt upon the Enemy, he can- 
not be at Reft, till he ha& recover'd it again bv 

fuch 
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fiich rcnownM Exploits, as may bcanfwcrablc to the 
Greatnefs of his Sloul, and the formidable PuilEince 
of his Sword, known to all Europe. 

He has many andigreat Armies in Pay ; and whe- 
Act it be an E£fe6fc of his Fortune, or his Judg- 
ment, 'tis obferv'd, that he is always bleis*<i with' 
the ablcft Generals in CfjriJIendom. 
* The firft thing he enterpriz'd was the Siege o£ 
Italmcimnes, a City feated on the Frontiers of the 
Sfani/h NethetlaTuls j a very important Place, and 
confiderable for its Commerce j inhabited alio by a 
Aout, warlike People, and of very difficult Accefs, 
by rcaibri of a certain River, with whofc Waters 
thef can at pleafure drown the Country round about. 
It was inverted by the Duke of Luxemburgh on the 
xSth of the id Moon, and formally bcfiegcd on.

As for St, Omersy it is a great City, and well for- 
tified y having on one. Side the River Aa, with its. 
Marchibs i and on the other, beings' defended bj a 
CaOte, .fUnk'd with good Baflions, and encqmpafs'dr 
wth an extreme broad and deep Ditch. . About the 
Beginning of this Moon it was invefledby the French. 
King's Forces, and within three or four Days it waa 
formally^befieged, but, not gainM without a bloody^ 
Cbmbatr fought between Sxe French' md the Prince' 
cf Orange, , who came with a confiderable Army, de- 
igning to throw Succours into the Place. I .will

Defeat. He was reckoned the valianteft Prince of 
that Age. 

, The Inhabitants of St. Omtrs hearing of thoJ>e* 
feat that was given to the Prince of Orsngi, were 
m4b great a Confternation, that in few EHiys thejL 
voluntarily flirrendred to the Frewh King. 

lUuArioos Kiiimachfim^ this puiflant Monarch 
takes fiich wiie Methods^ as thou wilt &y,. cannot 
M in the ordinary Courfe of War, to bring him 
Sttccefs. • He* is an excellent Pay-Mafter $ and never" 
myesnKcafion for his Soldiers to repine or murmur 
for want of their daily Allowance, nor puts them 
upon impatient Expedations of their Arrears. On 
the contrary, he is very munificent and liberal to all « 
Men of Merits and the meaneft Soldier, who figna- - 
iizes'himfelf by any notable Exploit* or A£lion of 
Bravery, is fure to be diftinguilh'd from the reft by 
£>me Royal Reward in Money, if he be notadvan* 
ced to the Dignity of a Commander : and ibme- 
times they are honoured with both. This Condu^ 
makes his Men fight like Lions, each being emulous 
of his Fellows, and all frvely hazarding their Lives,: 
to eain their Mafter's Eileem y counting that the 
flaou glorious Poft, which. is moft expo&d to Dan-«

prepared for them by their Fathers and Tutors* 
We ufe the Prejudices and PrepofSeffions of Educ^ 
tion, as the Sfafdaris wear their SpedHcks^ 
even at Dinner-time for Fail^n-iake j Young 
And Old, that they may ^pear Grave . and Re- 
^^lilar. We adhere to the Opinions we received in 
our Infiwoy, with a partial SufG^is and Pride» 

Wi£lom 
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that we may not feem to caH in Qoeftion the 
Wiidom'of our Anceftors, or appear wavering or 
lacoiiftaBt our felves. So the Chriftian Gal£nts ^ 
ftvallow down whok Dozens of venomous Oyfters 
without faying Grace, only becauie it is the Modej 
though they will not venture on a Cruft of whdr 
ibme Bread without conjuring a Bleifing on it, by 
making the Sign of the Crofs, and fquinting two 
or three magical Glances at Heaven, feconded by 
MiCHS'VocHs Whifpers to compleat the Charm. 

But let thou and I be more rational in our Prin* 
ciples and Pradice. There is no God that will be 
banter'd with vain Mummery, or by Mufick be 
melodioufly Wheedl'd out of his eternal Reafbn j No 
Incenie can be of Proof to nofe the Senfe of the 
Omoifcient, nor the mod; elegant Words delude him, 
who is perfe^ in Knowledge. He takes no De« 
light in the pompous Addrefles of the Great j nor 
is he to be moved by the Multitude of fblemn Cere- 
monies. All that he requires of Man, is, /i Hmrt 
€(nf9rm to the Divine Wtll^ fmd ASttons 'void of Of" 
fonce. 

But the Lawgivers and GoverncK's of Nations 
obierving. That there was a certain religious Fear 
snd Reverence of ibme Divine Power, as it were 
{>lanted in the Natures of aU Men ; and confidering 
that this might be improved, with good Manage* 
sxient, to the Advantage and Intereft of the Common* 
^vedth^ they invented Set Forms of Difcipline, and 
Exterior Offices of Woilfhip, which they term'd 
Holy Rites and Myfteries. Theft they fortified with 
Severe Laws and Sanations, inflidUng grievous Penal- 
ties on the Contemners of the Publick Service per* 
ibrm'd to the Gods. So Hermes jyijmegiftus fitft 
taught the Effftiam 5 MeUffm, the Fofter-Father of 
Jupiter ^ intruded the Inhabitants^ Crete i Tatmus 
and J^4»«^/> the Jjitim \ HHtna fomj^lm the Hamms $ 

Or{hem 
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Orfhms the Grecians $ or, as £>me fky^ Cadmus the 
^n of Agmor^\fa&. inftruded that Nation in the 
Solemnities, which were counted Divine, and which 
he himfelf learned in ThcetmiA* He inftituted the 
Coniecration ot Images and Statues, the Burning of 
Incenfe, the Building of Temples and Altars, witk 
the Hymns, Sacrifices, and other magnificent Rites, 
by which they honoured the Powers above. 

Now that all this religious Pageantry was efta^ 
blifhed only for the Ends of PoScy and State, i^ 
evident from hence. That the chief Magiflrates 
took the Liberty of making what Gods they plea«. 
led, and of increafing or dimini^ing their .Num* 
ber at Difcretion* So that in Prooifs of Tim^ 
there were reckoned no lefs than thirty tbouiaiid 
Cods in the ^man Catalogue ; though at firft their 
Kalendar could fhow but twenty-five Divinities. But 
when once they had found out a way to diftinguiih 
thefe Divinities into feveral Clailes or Ranks, term* 
ing^ibme Gods of the greater Nations, others of 
the lefler y having alfo their tutelar Gmu theii: 
Demv-Gods, their Rural and Houihold-Gods, c&*^« 
there was no limiting the crafty Devices of the 
Priefls and Rulers in impofing, or the SuperHitioa 
of the credulous People in believing and adoring 
m infinite Rabble of new, young and uahear4*of 
Divinities^ 

They took alifo the £ime Freedom to change and 
alter the eftabli^'d Rites and Ceremonies 5 £>me- 
times abolifhing the old and primitive Inftitution$» 
and fiiperinducing new ones in their ftead \ or at 
leaft adding to the Heap of iniignificant Ceremonies 
in every Age, fome myftcrious Novelty, which 
might pleafe the People, and fallen them in a de- 
vouter Obedience and Veaeratioa of their piou^ 
Guides and Leaders* 

Heocc 
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Kenoe ^^ng the Dedication of Temples, Tanes^ 
Chapels, Oratories, and certain T)ays in the Year 
to .the Service of particular *Gods$ hencd arofe 
the InventioQ and Ufe of £o maqy forts of Vefleb 
ixf Silver and OoM, and other Matends in their 
Sacrifices} of Lights, Flowers, and Perfumes 5 of 
Mufick, Pi&ures, and other Decorations ^ befides 
the Rich and Majeftick Veftments of the Priefts, 
their grave and composed Carriage, Looks and 
<jefhires: All defign'd purely to catch the rude 
and unpolifh'd Muuitude in the Snares of Prieft- 
fraft j to.jftrike their unwary Minds with an Awe 
and profound Attach for Religion, tliat Co being 
oace made thus flexible, they might warp them 
to what Bent they pleas'd, and for ever lead 'em 
m a blind implicit Admiration of they know xiot 
what. 

Tis certain that Religion has this EfFed on the 
Vulgar, to make them more Obedient to their 
Governors, Juft to one another, and T^ealotis for 
the PubBck Welfare: I mean the Religion al* 
kw'd by the State: For, where. the Subjeds dare 
to make Innovations and Schifms, to fet up nev* 
Seds and Parties; the greater Zdil each Fadioa 
has for their own way of Worfhip, the m«re 
cruel and tragical Diibrders are generally x»m« 
mitted. So fatal a Thing it is to be Opinionative 
in Religion, to invade the PriefPs Prerogative, 4ffid' 
to diilurb the ouiet Stream of Traditions ninnifig ia 
the Channel of^ Publick Faith from one Generatioa 
to another.

But now I will inform thee 
more at large concerning his Birth, Education, and 
Renowned Performances. 

AlexMnder, as the Gruks and lAHm call him, 
twich ^ .^.Nations of the ^R^i or Stmuler, Af- 
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^mukr, and ZidkMmeck, according to the Style of 
tiie Jb'MHgnty Fer/sans, Indians^ TartMrsy and* other 
People of the E^, was born in the GVIth O^nn- - 
fuul} 598 Years after the Building ofRDmt, and hi 
the Tear of the World 3618, on the 6th Day of the ' 
Moon Loo, or Hie»tomboan, according; to^ the 
Styk of the QrecUns. The fame Night was the 
Temple of DimM at Ephefus fet on Fire. And 
on: the fame Day two Eagles came and perch'd 
on the Top ot his Father's Houfo, where they 
fit aU the Day} which was taken as an Omen of 
the Doubir Empre ho was. to 4iave over Eurofo and 
jtfio. ' 
Fbilif King of MMCiJoit} and Husband to Olvmfias, 

. was the Reputed Father of Alexander, as me was 
his Known Mother; But ibme Hiftorians iay» 
That a certauar Magician called J^eSianebuSi by his 
Enchantments drigui^ing himielf in the Form of 
yufittr Aimnon, lay with Olymfias, and begot Alex- 
Muler,' Others afnrm> that OlymfUs herielf con- 
fefScd to.JP^i/i]>|.That Alexander was not his Son» 
hat that fhc had ccmcciT'd him of a prodigious 
meat. Serpent Whence it came to pafs, that Philip 
him&lf, a little before his Death, openly declar'd, 
That Alexander was not his Son. And for the iame 
Reafbn he divorc'd Olfmfias, as an AdultreTs by her 
own Confefiion. , 

Theie Reports were ib common at that Time, 
that Akxtmder afterwards hearing the Story of 

. his fiippofed Serpentine Genealogy, and that o- 
ther of NeBanebus in the Masquerade of a God y 
when he march'd through Egypt, took Advan* 
Kzge of the latter, to impoie upon the Credulity ' 
and Superftition of his Soldiers* For being to 
pais by the Temple of Jupher Ammon, he made a 

•Halt to-^vifit the Oracle. But he had privately. 

rfoot before fome of his Trufty Friends to ac- 
Ijual^t, the Prxeils wkh his Dciign, and to tell 

i. ■ F } thcra 
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them what miBaer of WoKis and Addrej& -dhcy 
iho'uid ufe to him .as he cntcr'd the Temple*, in the 
Hearing of his Followers. 

Having thus picp&rld thoie Hol]^ '^eats» lie 
wkh much Ceremony and feeming Devotid^ made: 
ills Apptoaches to the Temple* As foon as he fet 
his. Foot within the p0r^ir«, the Seniors of ^e 
Pricils met him in their Pontifical Robes, »vHth 
Ccni&rs in their Hands, and thus fahited hiin \ AH 
Hail, Son of Jufiter jimmw, Jkx^Mtr being 
pleased at this, ask'd them farther, If mil bis :B4^ 
ther's Murderers wen furafhid-, or. If aof yetftarvt^ 
vedf To which it was anfwer*d, O Son of tie £00- 
fnorutl Cods I Thy Father camot' 6e murder*^ ^ die^ 
jis for King Philip, his Blood is fully revenged on tbifn 
that had a Hand i» Jhedding it, . Then he added ano- 
ther Queftion concerning his future Succcfs. To 
which the Oracle replied, Tiie VtBory Jhall ie t&nt 
in all Battles 'y Thou fhalt beccmeLordofalltheMafi. 
The fame Mouth alio gave in Charge to tJie .1Rc» 
tinue of Alexander^ That thej flxiuld ador$ him, mt 
as a Kingy but as a God, Returning fro^ thence, 
he built Mexandna, calling it after . hi^ ' owa 
Name. 

I have not obfervtl a due ^lethod in relating thi« 
Story lb fbon j whilft I was but reprelenting the 
New-born Hero in his Cradle. But I did it to con- 
vince thee, That the various Opinions concerning 
Alexander's Father, are not the Fidtions of Wanton 
Writers, but fuch as employ'd the Care and Dili- 
gence of Alexander himfelf to improve them to his 
own* Intereft, and his Mother's Honour : For it 
was accounted a Glorious Thing to be Impregnant 
by a God. 

To return therefore to the Infant Prophet 1 He 
grew apace, and difcovcr'd early Signs of a prodi- 
gious Wit and Courage. At the Age of Fifteen 
Years, he was committed to the Care and Tutebge 

of 
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t>f AHJhtU, under whom , he ftudied the Sciences 
Five Years; and then his Father Philip being mur- 
dcr'dj he Succeeded in the Throne* The fame Year 
alfb, Dariw CoJomanus oBtainedthe Empire of 
^erfifi. Againft whom AUmander^ with tlie <:onv 
xnon Con&nt of sJrnbft all Gretc^y prepared to go 
with a wc^l*di£ck>lin'd Army, that he migjbt carry< 
on the War which his Father had begiinv Oi^y the 
taaJemmans, 7h$iansy and Athtnians thwattol Mr 
Defigi^ $ being corruptexi bv Demo/lhines the Orator^ 
who for that purpofe had received vaft Sums of 
Gold h:om Dariuf, But Mexpinder foon redac'd 
theie Fa6b'ous States and Kingdoms to their Dutyj 
utterly deftroying the City of Thebesy with the 
Slaughter of ^oooo 6f the Citizens, belides ^ooop 
Captives* This wSs executed 6n^ the ifth of the 
Moon Boidromim, in the 2d Year of the CXIth 
pfymfiad. He only ^ar'd the HoA of HHip his 
Father, when he was.left as a Pledge in that City, 
-whoiie Houie wa« kit untouched* as alio that of 
'firtdar^s Poftcrity. 

From thence paitiog the ^ellefpoht, he march'd 

into Jifia, in the Year of the World 3 6jo ; and in 

the 3d Year of his Reign. He had in his Army 

.^0000 Foot and 4f<}o Horie. As fbon as he ,fet 

Foot on the Ground oi* uifid^ he made the Royal 

Or^#0 and Vows for Vi&ory. Then he darted 

• a Javelin into the Earth, in Token of Defiance*

Quite Routed the Army, of DAriuf, and took ?of> 
nrfTion of that once Formidable Empire. 

But there are fbme remarkable Paf&ges in this £r- 
jcdition,. which deferve to be remembered : As, his 
wonder^l Continence and. Humanity toward the^ 
Allother^ Wife and Daughters of I>/ir/i»x ; whom he 
cntertaia'd in his Camp after they f^lL into his Hands* 
rather as the Kindred of fbme Beloved Friend, than 
of a Profefi'd Enemy. The Story alio- of his loofing 
the Gordian Knot, is not unwortl^ thy Know- 
ledge. 

I^ feems, in former Times one Gordms, as he 
plou^h'd the Fields, was fiirrounded with a FHght 
of Birds of all Kinds. Being troubled at this, he 
left his Work, and hafted to tj|c next City, there 
to enquire of the Augurs, what the Meaning of this 
Ihoula be. As he enter'd the Gate of tne City, 
Jie met a Vh-gin of incomparable Beauty, of wlioni. 
he ask'd. Where he might find the mefi Skilful Sagti 
with whom he might tmfult^ahomt a Matter rf/bm»- 
Importance^ Then he told the in^ifitiv^ DamiH 
what had happened to hiffl in the Field. As fboni 
as ihe heard this, being well vers'd in thefe Mj^- 
ftcrious and Prophetick Sciences, (he told, him. 
That he fl/ould he moAe a King, And to cen^m 
him in the Belief of what (he faid, (he promised 
to become his Wife, that £o (he might be Partner 
of his Future Happineis. In a wordj t'tey- were 
married ; and ibon after, there arofe a Strife among 
the Fhfygiansy which was like ta prove of dangerous 
Gonfequence : Therefore the People confulted 
the Oracle, l0fMt was to be imt in this Cafe, 
to frrvem the FubUck Defolation f It was anfwer'd. 
That the only JRjtmeJy for thefe Difcords was to 
€hufe. them a Xjmg. And when they ask'd, f0tat 
Terfrn they Jhotdd thttfe to this DUgnityi It was an- 
fwer'd again> that they fhotdd £/«^ that Man for 
thnr Kmg, whom they firjf met with a Waggery as 
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they wtnt thene$ U the Temfle tf Jufker, GerJms 
proved the Man, and chcy vbeyed the Oracle, &- 
luting him their Sovereign. Gcr£Hs as a Memo* - 
rial of thifr £vent» let up his lf^» ia the 
Temple of ^fiter, confeciating it to the Royil ■ 
MajefVy. • 

After him his Son MUas reign'd, who filled > 
"HnygM with religious Obiervatibn/;. Whence aroie - 
the common Oracle, JhAt whoforuer Jhould'htfi tin ' 
Xnot tf the Tberngs m the H^Mggm^ ofv Gordius, JhcHld- - 
96tain the Empire ef bU Alia. 

jilex»nder hearing this» and being i^ur^'d on by 
Ambition,. beiiefi;e9G0riM 5 %ad having taken toe 
Cky>. makes ha& to the Temple oi* JufHtt, where 
heunderftood the Waggon was laid up. Asibon as 
lie £iw it, he tr/d to^ find out the End^ of the Thongs*, 
that fb he might loofe the Knot : But perceiving 
that 'it was impoifible to come at them, without 
ufins Violence, he interpreted the Oracle in the 
Sen£ of & Soldter» and cut the outermoft Foldings 
of the Knot with hir Sword. Upon which aUi 
tise Ends of the Thongs appeared, and £0 be eafily 
performed the fatal Task. 

Y^t this faeroiffk ^Prophet, as he had great 
Virtues, fb* hadthe^ no lefs Vices. He was very 
cruel' to his neareffc Relations, and Friends $ kill* 
ing Caratms his Brother by a Step-mother, Clitti^ 
bis old dear Friend ; Varmeme^ fiylotas, uOn^os, 
jUtMltesi .:Bttryloehusv FjntfaniHs, tad many* othcSr- 
Usuedenum Princes,, ibme ot which vrerc of his 
own Blood. Add to this, his barbarous. Ufase ii 
Csli/lheaes the Phibibpher, Who was brought up 
with him imder jiri^le. .This* poor unfortudate 
Man refufing^ to I flatter the .King's Pride in caU- 
iagri him a God, fo- difgafted ^fjciia^, -that 
fd^ning himfclf very angry^ he charged him 
with being acceflaryto the Plots and Confpira^ 
destbat weie ftrm'd againfl him« . TJbeahie caufed ' 
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all his Limbs to be mangled and chopped aker aii< 
inhuman Fafhion. He commanded alia his Ears, 
Noie nnd Lips to be cut ofif^ which not tonl]^ gaire 
the poor Wretch infinite Torment, but aHb rendered 
him a moft deft;>rm'd and mifoabl^ Spedacle txy- 
others* And» to compleat his Revenge,, he caused 
him in this doleful Plight tR> be (hut up in a Cage 
with a Dog, and fi> t^lfi carried .about to. the Ter^ 
ror of others. 

Then lyfimnchus^ one oi jHextmderH Generak, 
and a Diiciple of Ct^Uftkinetj taking Pity, on ft. 
great a Sage, who^ fuifier'd all this barbarous U&ge, 
not for any real Q^me that he had committed, 
but only for uiing. that. Proedom in his Words and 
Ad^ions which, becomes a Philofbphcr, gave him 
Poiibn^ to rid. him at once of fb many horrid 
Calamities; 

But AUxsmitr. took fo heinouily this, that Jdb 
commanded Xyfimachus to be thrown to-a very fierce 
Lion.. As ^n as .the ^ious Beaft iaw him, he 
Foai^'d and paw'd the Ground for joy, and nut>. 
upon him with -an jimpctuousL Force.. But Xyr- 
fmachus not loting his Courage, wrapp'd Jits.IIan^ 
in ibis Mantle, and thruft it down the Lion's 
Throw ; wher-e laying fail hold of his Toagili^y 
he pulled it out by the Roots, and left die Lion for 
deadr . . 

When this was told the Kipg, he, admiring the 
invincible Virtue of the Mah, not onlyibrgivelniix 
this Offence, ^but had him in higher Efleein all ^

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(hould a}>pro^e as Stratc's Succeflbr. ' Htpbeftim 
willing to prefer to that Dignity a noUe young 
SiiloHiaHt who was his Favourite, offered him the 
Crown. But the generous Youth refuied the 
Honour i alledgiog. That it was againfl the Laws 
of his Country, for any Man to reign who was 
Bot of the Royal 3lood. Hephefiion admiring the 
Greatncfi of his Soul> iatd, '' God ii^creafe your 
" Virtues and Graces, illuflrious Friend> who' 
" are the fir (I that ever Under flood how much 
" more magnanimous it is to defpife than to ac* 
** cept a Crown, Be it therefore in your Power 
** to beflow the Kingdom on any Man of the 
<' Rcty^: Bipods livhom you think fit for To great 
" a Cliarge." Then he pitched upon one AbMony* 
mtti, a poor Gardener in the Suburbs of Sidtm^ 
who was of the Race of the Sldormn Kings, but 
throush extreme Poverty was . grown obicure,- 
and forced to take up that Employment to- get 
his Bread. H^hejlim approved the Choice: And 
this noble Youth, with lome of his Friends, im- 
mediately ^ent with the Royal Robes and Eci- 
ilgns of Majefiy to look out AbdoUmymus, whom 
they found weeding his Garden in a very dirty 
ilqualid Condition.

After the Gonaueft of Pirfia^ as Akxandtt wat- 
iparching forwara, that he might extend his Em* 
|iv;e throurh all the 'Ea^:^ ThaTefirUf Queen of the 
Jtm0xxfns,litixiiig o£his Fame, took a Journey of 
five and twenty Days> throujgh man^ populous Na<^' 
tions, attended only by three hundred Women,- 
and came to his Camp, courting the Honour of Ids- 
Bed. For (he had conceived an iniatiable Defire- 
oC having, a. Child by him, whom all the Eafl 
proclaimed the greated Hero in the World, uf-' 
Jr^Affi^^gnmted her Re^ueft^ and when (he had 
enjoyed his Company thsrteea Days, ihe- departed^ 
well fatisfied into. her own Countryr promifing^ 
that if ihe broaght forth a Male, fhe would (end- 
hifa to this Father^ according to the Manner- of^ 
thC'jip$3$fiiHi but it a Female, ihe would keep -if 
•her felf. 

From hence. Mexandtr^^ mittchtd againft B^gfta,- 
¥^0 had murder*d Dari$tf, and caufbd himfelf to 
bf pifocbimcd King, of Ferfia l>j the Name of Jtr^^* 
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tMxtrxes. HaTing overcome him and puniihed his 
Treafons, he proceeded, and iiibdued all the Re- 
gions running along the Foot of Moust C^HOtfui. 
1q fine, he extended his Conquefts to tlie utmoft 
Borders of In^mi eren to the Ofieht^l Sea ; where 
he took Shipping, and 'returned to Baiylch^ P^ttly 
bj Sea, and parti/ by Land. An Aiirologe/ of 
ereat Reputation met him by the way, aod diC- 
iu^ded him by all the Arguments he could \i(h 
fibm entring the City, alluring him that Place 
would be fata} to his ^Perfbn. But though jilexM^" 
der made fbme Demur at firfl; and ieem'd to credit 
the Words of the Sage,* yet bfcing orer-rulcd bjr 
the Counfel of Anixi^rehm the Fhilofbpher, he en- 
ter'd BdMony where he died ^ fbme fay of Poifbn i 
others amrm, that he furfeited himfelf with too • 
much Wine. This was in the 33d Year of. hi| n 
Life, and the i ath of his Reign. 

Thtre was a deep and melancholy Silence through? ^ 
out BaAylmy when once it was known, Tha$ tht 
Conqueror rf th% World vas tttfU. Every one. was 
pofleiled with various Thoughts and Cares, acr 
cording to their different A£fedions and. Intereft^; 
The Mtuedmans inwardly rejoic'd, as if they were 
now rid oi fbme great anid formidable Enemy, cur* 
filig his Severity and reftiefs'TWnper, which had 
ezpofed them to fb many Toils and Perils of W^ 
Beiides, this^ ftmcos flattered themfelves with' a Fro^ 
ipeft of enioyine every one His Share, in fb vaft an . 
Empire. And ue private Soldiers had thcTr Eyes 
intently ^*^d on., the . iinmen^ Tf^ufcs of Gold 
which ^/e;^jf»i£r left behind him, and which they 
hoped to (hare among them. For there were at 
that time fifty thoufiuid Talents in Bank \ and three 
htmdred thoufand Coming in yeafly by way of Tri- 
bute and Cuftom. 

On the other fide; the: conquered Nations would 
Q(it;at firft give Credit to the Report of thofe 
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w1k> carried the News of jiUxMnJer*s Fate. For 
they thought he inuft needs be immortal, whom 
they had always found iavincibie. But when Cou- 
riers upon Couriers had removed their Increduli- 
ty, bringing frefh Exprefl&s trom Baiyloa, they 
mourned for him, not with bare Outward Ceremo- 
nies, as for an £nemy that had fubdued them j but 
with real Sjnow, as for a Father that had proted^ 
ed and cheriflied them. 

More efpccially the Grief of Daritfs's Mother 
was rcmarlublej who, though fhe had loft eighty 
of her Brethren, with their Father, all cruelly 
murder'd by Ochus , though (he had loft Darius, 
the only fui viving of fcven Sons j and was her fclf 
caft down from the Height of Majefty to the abje6): 
State of a Captives yet ftie bore all with an evea. 
Mind, till Alexanker's Death; whole Indulgence 
alone 'whilft living, had fupported her under fo 
many grievous Calamities. But as fbon as he had 
forfaken the Earth, fhe grew weary of tarrying any 
longer on it too. Not that (he eftcemcd an Enemy 
above her Father, Brethren, and her Son, but be- 
, cauie ftte had experienced in him whom (he dread- 
ed as an Enemy, the Goodneis and Piety, the Mo* 
6c{ky and ^Regard of all J:hefc Relations. 

This great Monarch being dead, and not having, 
appointed a Succeflbr, there were almoft as many 
Kings as there were Governors of Provinces, and 
Leaders in the Army. Hence fprung innumerable 
Confuflons, Wars and Difbrders in the Empire. 
There were Tumults and Infurrections in Greea, 
efpe'cially at Athens^ where the Citizens under the 
Condudl of Leojlhines their Captain, invited the 
reft of the Grecians to aflcrt their Liberty by taking. 
Arms, Nor were there lefs Stirs in Jfia and E^pt, 
Every' where Mens Minds were unlet tied, and de- 
iii:ous of Novelty. Ttdony had l^{i for his 
Share of the cantontxcd Empire. There he efta- 
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bliihed hiixufelf and PoBerit^ by the Name of Kings* 
SeletiCHs took PoflfiHion oi Babylon and Syria y with- 
the iaoMj Title. Cajfund^r reign'd over Macedon 
and Greece, Antig(fniis gov^ern'd ^4r» and hyfima^ 
thui Thr^fue. But Antigonus fbon loll his £ropire» 
.1)einfi; overcome and kill'd in a Battel by fteiermf 
«nd. his Comrades :. So did the xeft either in their 
own Perjfbns, or in their pioftcrity. yielding to the 
prevailing. Fortune of their Eiiemies, till at length 
all theie (hatter'd Remains of the Macedonian Em* 
pire became Provinces of the Bjnnans* Ot which^. 
% will fay ibmething in my next. 

In the lAean whilc> I triumph to think that the 
Ottoman Empire is now become more formidable^ 
large and vi^orious^ than all that went before it. 
l(i2LY, GoBt increafe the Felicities and Honours of 
True Believers, till the Day of the final M«tamorv 
phoiis.

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In defcTibing this Imperial City, I have imitated 
the Painters, who, when they would draw -a Beau* 
ty to the Life, do not go arithmetically to work, 
or obferve any Order in their . rough Draughts. 
But following the Condu^ t>f a wild and ftrcmg 
F^ncf, they draw their Pencil here and there, as 
that v(^tile Fancy infptres them, regarding only 
the Symmetry of thePi&ure, without prcrerring 
one Part to another, or being curious in delinea- 
ting every little Singularity. So I in pourtraying 
thi's Queen of Cities, this Superlative Beauty of 
the whole Earth, draw my Strokes at .random^ 
not de£gning to preient thee with an Anatomy 
Le£hire over her, or to unveil all her interior Se** 
crcts : But only to give thee a tranfient View of 
^hefe Parts which appear moft eminent,-^aiid^at- 
tra^ the Eyes of all Travellers; And thi$ I do not 
perform all at once (it were too great a Task) but 
even like them, by Fits and Staixs, as I find mj 
Opportunities.

ders, and to convey their Fame to all Genera- 
tions* Things alio of publick Uie and Services 
Defigns of Charity, Policy, and generous Wif- 
dom ; Undertakings of a noble and heroick Cha- 
tjn^r \ as thou wilt? perceive by the following 
Aocouiit. 

No TraTeller can {urvey the Streets of C^^ 
JtrntrinofUi and not have m EyeS'Orre&ed here 
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>nd there by tnoft capacious and ample C»irvimf9rM*St 
where all diftreiled. Foreigners, and luch as are defti- 
tute of a' more* convenient Lodging, may in any of 
theie find » Shelter and San^biary mm the Injuries 
of open Air, from Night-Robben, and other Incoo- 
▼entencieft Tfaefe CmtvunfnM's are in Namber thiee 
hundred' and three, built at the Expences of On»* 
aMo Prinees and Bsiffi^s. 

There are alfb in this City ninety Hofpitals, 
where the Poor are nouriihed, and the Sick attend- . 
cd with extraordmary Piety. and Care. 

fiefides sdl theie, there are fiire Colleges where the 
Sciences are pnbiicidy profcfled and taught 9 and 
where a certain Number of young Men are educa- 
ted, and maintained at the GraM Seignhr^s Coft, 
being confhnt Stipendaries to the Saltan, There 
are many'fuch Collegea icatter'd up and down Of- 
rammtia, NdtoUM^ and throughout Grace, and the 
Leffinr jifia: So that the Number of Students, in 
thefe Countries, is computed to be above Nine 
thoufihd^ notreckoniag thoie in AtMs^ Syria, and 
Sgypt, where flourffli innumerable Seminaries of W.* 
vine and Human Wifdom. 

But to return to Cot^ntinofUi the neict Thinff 
worthy of Obfervation, is the Snvfan, or Houie 
of Equipages, where are mode all torts of Trap-^ 
pings for Horfes, efpecially Saddles of immeme 
CoS, and admirable Workmanfhip. This Place 
is alfb environ'd with high Walls, and. (hut in 
with ftrong Gates. There cannot be a more agree- 
able Si^ht to iiich as take Pleaiiire in Horles 
and Riding, than to fee Four thou&nd Men 
here daily at work in* their Shops, each fbriving 
to excel the refl in. the Curiofity. of his Aitifioe. 
You ihall fte one bufy. in fpanglii^ a^ Saddle with 
great Oriental Pearls^ and Unions intermixed, 
for fotnc Arabian Horfe, belonging perhaps to 
the V^ jUetOi another, fitting a Curb, or. Bit 
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•f the foreft Gold to a Bridle of moft preckiiis 
MHjptmi Leaciier: Some adorn their Trappings 
mixh> ehoice fhryptm Workr others with Dia* 
^siioiids> Rubies, and the moil eoftiv je^^ls of the 
JSufii Ift a i!rord» there is fo iiiuttrious a Variety 
•f thelb Accoutrements, that the Eye is aftoniflied 
«t the Sight of them: And I have heard many 
Travellers acknowledge, that the like is not to be 
ifeeii in any City of the World befide GntfiuwHtM*^ 
fh, I know not what may be in your Cities of 
Morocco and Fez,, in regard the Moors are gieat 
CavaliisFs. 

There are, moreover, two other Places in the 
City, encompa£fe({ with peculiar Walls. In thefe 
the JwuMjnies are pi^ed, who: are the ^naPds. in 
Corps to the QraruL Signior. They are under the 
Command of Decurhns, without whofe Leave no 
ysmkbary dare fet a Foot out of the Place. 

Next is the ^fimd of the City, built on the Sea- 
ihore» containing a Hundred and eighty Arches; 
under which are very elegant Foriko'st or FmxAs's 
where People Walk. There are above Forty thOu- 
fand Men daily at work in this Jbfetml \ and Eighty 
great Gallies lie there always in Readinefs for any 
nidden Expedition. 

Beiidcs, there is another in the Suburbs, wherda 
there always lie a Hundred and fifty great Galeons 
on the Stocks ; and Sixty fitted up with all Nccefla- 
ries, conftantly lie in the Water. 

The Granaries, or Store-Houies for Corn, prc- 
fcnt themfclves next. They are built in a Cor- 
ner of the City toward Fera, where the Walls are 
far fbonger than in any other Part, and the 
Gates are of Iron. Here is always laid up an 
immenfe Quantity of Wheat and Barley, as alfo 
of other Grain, as if it were to fcrvc for man' 
Years i yet it is changed for new Com ever 
three Years. They fay, that in the Rdgn c 
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Ammmh VI. thne was an incredible Abundance of 
>IIIiUec (fiDond'there^ whoib Virtae was much admi* 
ivcd, 'iadiat tciiad lain t^MPereigiicy Veah &and,«Bd 
free from any Corruption. 

I ^ve por^pofidy^ conxned to Tpoilc of the two 
JUiyal SmmUs, (inceithe leaft 4>£ them vtfSBi stifxtit z 
:isras Lector bj k^M.to be defcrlbod ^iftiatly. 
oSf tbis I will fay in ibort, that the leaft is a 
J^ent^ League in Circuity or three ItsltMn Mltsi 
and the biggeft, wherein the Grand S^iw dwe)lS| 
is a L^ue and two Thirds or five Jtmliaa 
Mil^s. 'Hie foriner is called EfiUSa^of, or the dd 
Fakce $ l^he latter is named Bfyuch Sm'of, 4>r fhe 
Great StraiL If thou deiireft a ftirther and noore 
particular Defcription of theie Royal Courts, I will 
lead it thee in huare Dispatches i for it will betoo 
large 4or one. 

In the mean Time I muil not forget the Mrfcque of 
JW, where our StdtMns receive the Sword when^ 
they firft coine to the Cfown. Tjiis is a Building 
'ef great Antiquity, featcd itothe farthdft Angle of « 
the City near the Haven. Over agaihft it arc the 
'^^Mk^^s Stables, having rety fair.&rdens adjoin'd. 
to them. Not far from thence is the Thf /mwi or 
-Gim-Yard, where there iies a vaft Number, of 
Braft Pieces of Ordnance without Carriages ,* of 
•which fome are turned diredUy againft the Ha- 
ven. 

As you pafi from this Palace, it is impofliMe. 
to avoid the Sight of a Pillar,, which Ihobts up 
ftx)m the Top of a Rock, at fome Diftancc from 
the City, This Column is all of white Marble, 
and was erected by Cn, Tomfey, as a Monument of 
his Vi£^ory over MithrkUtes, the King of Vontus, 
On this Side of the City, there is nothing hardly to 
be feen for eight Miles together, but Houfes built 
for PlearureaaTDclight, with moft bcsutiful Groves, 
and GardeiK* 
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Otrer againft the City ftandt jPif«» an Arm of the 
Sea coming between them;- This Suburb or Bo- 
rough is inhabited chiefljr^ by. Qndmut and Wkfim^ 
VrMnksm 

Round about tfaii Suburb are manj pretty Country- 
Houfi^ Farms and Granges moft ddicicuflv icated 
hi the midft. of high Tufts of Tree^ witn Green 
Fidds, and Q;Tftal Streams adjoining to them i 
where the AmSafladors of Foreign nrinces make 
their Abode £Mnttimes. 

I will not carry thee from hence to StmBtit tho* 
a^ereat and fUtdy Vilkuie* within the Liberty alio 
oTdie Imf^risd Gitr.. f will not detain thee with 
the Singularities of thrttcum Cherfintfus^ or drill 
thee along to CttUpoUs \ tho' this were the firft 
Town in£Mr0^^ which Amurdth took in the Year 
tttf}. .My Defign is altogether 9Z CanftsmrnfffU : 
Thmfore ^Ting furvey'd Per^t which is alio called 
GsUtSt let us crofs the Water, and return again to 
the Mother City j that we may know what manner 
of Government ^here is in it> and how the Laws 
are executed. 

The Chief Magifhate is called Stambal CfuBfi, or 
Judge of OmfiantinofU : Before him are pleaded ail 
Cau%s both Criminal and Ci?il. He has four De- 
puties under him> who feparatdy govern the four 
Chief PrecinAs oi the City* There is likewiie 4n 
Officer called Se&dffiy whofe Bufinefs b to take Cog- 
nizance of every one's Crime that is &ized in the 
Streets or Houfes, and to refer it to the Supremt

We never thought anr 
Thii^ too mucft to perform in the Service of eaca 
other, provided it did not entrench upon our Ho^ 
nouTi but we greedily patched every Opportunity 
•f demonftrating our mutual A£(e6^ions« 

He is fi^ne to infinite Joy,, to a Place oFRefrefl^- 
ment, where he banquets on tbe Reveriion of his good 
Works in this Lifej he revels at large, and without 
Contradi&ioD, or Murmuriag of Women, in full 
Bowls of the Ambrojm of Paradife. No peeviih Fe- 
male internipts his Joy, or turns his Smiles to Frowns 
by her unworthy Carriage. He lies ftretched out at' 
£a& upon the CrimioQ-Bcds of JE«im» with Pages 
waiting on him \ whofe fifes are like the poliihed 
Pearl. Each bears a Golden Goblet, crufted with 
Saphyrs in his Hand, full charged with Wine, which 
mortal Kings would give their Kingdoms for* Thoddb 
heavoily Youths perrorm their Parts with admirable 
Grace, and dutifui £xa(Sbiefs: They wait thcM^te 
of their Lord's Defire. With humble Refignation, the 
&ir Ctt^ ftand encompafling his Bedj each being 
en^nkwsof thexeftj all (biving with an agreeable 
Gcaendtttyl who (hall ierve their ItfaOer &ft» and 
^ith the greateft Promptnefi. 

When 
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When Pefieli pleafes to divert himfclf wiiih Wo- 
men, it is but to wi(h, and one more fair than e'er 
Relies drew, prefents herfelf, chaftc as Diana, 
yet 'as kind as Venus, No coy Demurs protract the 
Enjoyment of his Wifli, nor is thefe the leaft Sign 
of Impudence to pall it. But in perfed Love they 
meet each other, and unite their Hearts: and 
fo they pais their Time in conftant unrepented 
Blifs. 

He travcrfes the pleafant Walks of £ip», and fits 
him down upon the Banks ot her immortal Rivers : 
Rivers that ftream with Wine, and Milk, and Ho- 
ney. Under the Shade of happy Trees he lies up- 
on the flowry Green, in the Carcfles of fbme love- 
ly Daughters of Paradife. Whilft Aromatick Winds 
infpire him with diviner PalTions th^n Endymim 
felt in the Embraces of Vmna, O hapfy State of/e- 
farate Souls that part from Earth in Purity ! Their 
Pleafures know no Bounds y no End ! 

For, what I have fiiid is only emblematical, de- 
fcribing in fenfiblc ftiort Figures thofe Raptures 
and tranfcendent Joys, which cannot otherwilc 
be exprefs'd. Whatever elevated Fancy can con- 
ceive of Blifs, is all by infinite Odds furpaficd 
in the Enjoyment of the Happy Souls above. 
There is no Number, Weight, or Meafure of 
their eternal and fiiperlative Felicities. They fafs 
from Joy to Joyy and /port in endlejs Circles of 
Beatitude, O Region ever to be defiredf O Gar- 
dens of incomparable Beauty^ where the liberal 
hfoharch of the Univerfe regales the wearied Souls of 
Mortals with Banquets of ineftimMe Price, and un-^ 
matched Delicacy, after their toitfome Pilgrimage on 
Earth. 

If Pefteli could hear, I would congratulate his 
Happinefs, inftead of condoling thv Misfortune in 
loling iiich a Husband. He has efcaped the Ship- 
wrecks of this lower Woi:ld, this Sea of Grief

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and Tragedies. He is got fafe into the Harbour 
of eternal Reft, the Port of Peace* and landed on 
the Strand of the Omnipotcnt*s Serail, where 
Guards of Angpls waited on him to the Throne of 
Alli^hy with ten thoufand FlamBeaux burning in the 
WMs of Eden.

LETTER V. 

J^Hamet Reis Effendi, Principal Se- 
cretary of the Ottoman Empire. 

I Hope thou wilt pardon me, moft illuftrious Mi- 
nifter, that I have thus long delay'd to give thee 
a farther Account of the States of Europe : But now 
I will proceed j and 'according to thy Command, 
begin where I left off. 

Having already difcourfed of Germany, I will de- 
fcend into the Netherlands -^ which is as natural, as 
for a Man that has.furvcy'd the Upper Town of 
Buda^ or any other^ City ieated like that, to fall in-^ 
to the Lower. For fo the Netherlands fccm to be a 
kind of outlying Boroug^i, near the Suburb to the 
German Empire. 

They arc called the Netherlands, by reafon of their 

Low Situation near the Sea ^ which makes the Coun- 

tiy appear like a Marih or Moor. • They contain Se- 

vcntdcn.Bj:Oviac(Csj ten whereof arc- under the Ju- 

;ri£cis6kion of the King of Sfain. The other feven

make up a diflindfc and independent Republick 
among themfelvcs. 

The Circumference of the feventeen Provinces is 
a thoufand Italian Miles : And within that Compafi, 
•there are two hundred wall'd Towns and Cities,* an 
hundred and' fifty other Places, which enjoy the fame 
Privileges and Power as the former : And there aw 
lix thoufand Villages. 

In the Time of fulius CaJat^ this Tra6k of 
Ground was called Bclgick Gaul Dy the Romans. It 
was inhabited by a warlike People, impatient of Ser- 
vitude, and ftout Aflertors of their native Liberty} 
as the fame Cdfar found- by Experience, when he 
' warr'd among them. Nay, and Imce that time, the 
Af«j^/»7^w/ themfclves have felt their Valour. Wit- 
ncis the famous fexpediticn of Godfrey oi Sullen, to 
recover the Holy Land out of the Hands of the Sa* 
racens', And that other of Baldwin the Fleming, who 
made himfelf Mafler of Conftantinofle, and the Gre^ 
cian Empire. 

The ancient Romans ufed to fay. That the Gauls 
fought for their Libenyj the Germans for Booty; 
and the Dutch for Glory and Honour, Hence it 
came to pais, that Roman Emperors in thofe D«ys 
had always a {ele<Sfc Guard about their Perfbns, cho- 
fcn out of thefe Provinces. Alio the Hollanders and' 
Friezelanders were call'd the Friends and Aflbciates 
of the Romans. 

But, tho* thefe Provinces had formerly each a di- 
flin^t Sovereign, with a peculiar Government and 
Laws } yet, afterwards, they were all reduced un- 
der the Dominion of the Dukes of Burgundy: From 
whom they devolted to the Arch Dukes of jiuftria-^ 
and lafl of all, to the Kings of Spaing who claim a 
. Title to ten of them at this Day: But the Kii^ 
ot France has Pofleifion of a great Part. As for the 
other feven, they are quite emancipated afid free. It 

being 
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being an eftabliihed Maxim with them, That the 
loVigcft Sword gives the beft Title to a GovernmciK. 
And for ought I fee, this Principle is practiied , 
throughout the World. 

The Inhabitants of the Netherlands are generally 
tall and ftrong-bpdied People j comely, civil, open- 
hearted, courteous, prompt and laborious : More 
addifted to Wine than Women j equally forgcthil of. 
Benefits and Injuries 5 great Mullclans, expert Sea- 
men> cunning Merchants^ accurate Painters, and 
very ingenious in all Arts. They are not jealous of ^ 
their Women, as moft Nations are j but iiiffjr them 
to walk abroad openly, and converfe with Men in. 
the Streets. Neither will any of thefe Females re- 
filic an Invitation to a Bottle of Wine. As ibon as 
you come into any Houfe, the Daughter of the 
Family meets you with a Bottle of Winc,^or other 
firong Beverage in her Hand, and drinks it oiFto- 
you 5 and if you do not very readily anfwer, and 
pledge her, it pafTes for a Sign of Rudencfs and ill 
Manners. 

Thefe People arc very rich, by reafbn of their 
Merchandiie and Traffick with other Nations^ for 
they export the Product of their Soil, and their own 
Manufa£):ures \ vending or exchanging them, at a 
prodigious Advantage in the remotc;li Regions of 
the Earth, * 

They have ftrong Forts and Caftlcs up and down 
the Country, with Cities which are in a manner 
inexpugnable. As for tlte Religion of the Nether* 
lands i the ten Provinces, which are fubje^i: to the 
King of Spain or France, are called Catholicks* 
The other feven reprefcnt the celebrated Tower o£^ 
BaheU where the Languages were firft confounded,, 
as Idfifes relates : For fuch is the Hotch-p9^ch and 
Gallimaufrey of Religions tolerated in Amfierdamp 
Li^din, and other Cities of Holland -, and in gene- 

O J ral 
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ral, throughout all the feven United Statbs. Nei- 
ther have they much more Regularity and Order in 
other Matters, Wonder not therefore if ;my Pen 
obferves no Method in treating of a Country, which 
is the very Emblem, Proverb and Centre of Ataxy 
and Confiiiion. However, I will now begin to 
make more particular Diflin^ions than in the rormer 
Part of my Letter. 

Zealand has a bad Air, efpecially in the Summer 
Time, when the Sun exhales (linking and infe^H- 
ous Vapours from the Lakes and Pools, of which 
there is a great Number in that Province i yet it 
lias an excellent Soil, abounding with Wheat, and 
other Comj alio with good Paflurage for Sheep 
and Cattle. There is iittfe more to be iaid of this 
Pi-ovince. ' 

Holland has this obfervable in it, that firequcntlj 
the Earth trembles there, under the Burden of 
Coaches, Waggons, Horfes, &c. Which is an Ar- 
gument that the Ground^ is lioUow underneath, and 
hill of Caverns. To confirm this Opinion, they 
fay, That a Cow once fatting into /> Gap or Chafin, 
in the Earth, was found dtad three Dajfs afterwards 
in the Sea, heing known to the Owner to be the fame. 
Hence a Part of Holland, in the Language of the 
Country, is called PTaterland ; which at nrft hear- 
ing founds like a ConA'adiflioa : But they mean 
by it a Land fituated in the Waters. For ib indeed 
the whole Province appears to be, divided into fmall 
lOands by innumerable Canals, Lake^. and Pools, 
that they every where expofe themfelves to your 
Rye. This Province deferves moft properly of all 
tire reft, the Appellation of Netherland j it being 
iunk fo low, that in many Places, the Sea rifcs 
higher than it : Which compels the Hollanders to 
fortify their Shores with high ftrong Banks ; which 
with' great Coft, they continually keep repaired. ^ 

They 
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They have but little Corn or Fruit of their own 
Growtli, being fupplied with thofe Things hom 
Germany, Poland, and other Gauntries. But there 
IS an immenfe Quantity of Grais to nourifli Milli- 
ons of Sheep, Oxen, and Horfes. And what I 
f . have laid of theie two Provmces, may be in fbme 
I Degree applied to all the reft, Friez^land only ex- 

' cepted 5 which js the more fertile of Corn, yields 

abundance of Pulfe and Salt, and is well cloathed 
with Woods. 

As to the Manners of thefe People : The Zealand 
ders are of a ready Wit, provident and fubtle ; Of 
Stature, generally very tall,- as will appear by a 
Woman ot this Province, whoiii William Count of 
Holland fent to the Nuptials of Charles the fair. 
King of Trance, She was of fb vaffc an Heighth 
and Bulk, that tht French looked like Pigmies or 
Dwarfs in Gomparifbn of her. And fuch was her 
Strength, that fhe could lift from the Ground a 
Beam, and carry it on her Shoulders, which eight 
labouring Men could hardly ftir. 

'Tis obferv'd of Gelders, That it was the Firft ot 
thcfe Provinces which Submitted to the riling For- 
tune of the Roman Empire : And again, the firft 
that (hook off the Yoke, when ^hat Empire was ia 
its Wane. 

In Utrecht there are Abundance of Nobles, who 
are fbfter and politer in their Converfation. than- the 
reft of the Hollanders. The Women of Quality 
there go veiPd. 

The Publick Affairs of all thefe Provinces are 
managed by thofe whom they call the States Gene- 
ral of the United Provinces. Thcfe are a Conven- 
tion or AHembly of the Chief Nfobles, Principal 
Magiftrates, and xnoft eminent Citizens in every 
Province. 

, G 4. Cour-- 
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Courteous ^fflendiy Thefe are the chief Things 
which I know of the United Provinces, unlefs thou 
would ft have me write their Compleat Hiftory: 
Which would be too tedious for Letters. Accept, 
of my Labours, which tho' mean> yet are Tol^Qta« 
ry, chearful, and done at a Jerk.

LETTER VI. 

To the fame. 

THou wilt fay, I am a^l upon the Extremes. In 
my laft I dragg'd thee thro' the moft dirty, 
*mfty, abje^ Valley of all the Earth 5 I mean HoU 
landi with the reft of the United Provinces. Now 
I am going to lead thee out of thefe fenny Bogs, 
and give thee a Breathing up the lalubrious Hills 
and Mountains of Hehetia or SwiJJerUnd, 'Tis true, 
this cannot be done without a confiderable Leap 
over many Provinces of Germany^ Part of Lorrain 
and Alface. But having fpokcn formerly of jthe 
Empire, and from thence in my next, by a kind of 
natural Defcent, fallen into the Low-Countries j 
the Confideration of their Form of Government 
put me in mind of the other Republicks in Eurofe. 
Among which, that of SwiJJerlaml lying next to 
the United States, I chofe to make it the Subjcfl: 
of this Letter, defigning- to give thee an Account 
of Venice, Genoa, Lucca, and the reft in Order. 

Knovr 
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, Know then, that Helvetia or Swijferland was once 
a Province of Germany y but now 'tis a Common- 
wealth fubfifting by it fclf, and not fubjed to an/' ' 
Foreign Power. It is divided into thirteen Cantons 
or Provinces. I will not trouble thee with the 
Names of each Difl:ri£!^, or with their feveral Cha- 
racters. The whole Country in general looks like a 
great Bunch of Rocks and Mountains, feparated by 
fmall, but very pleafant Vallies. And tho' the- 
Mountains feem rough, yet their Tops and Brows, 
flourilh no Icis with all forts of Trees and Herbage, 
than the faireft Plains. The Inhabitants nourilh: 
abundance of Sheep on them, befidcs Goats, Hinds,, 
Horfes, with many other Kinds of BeaHrs. For 
there is great Plenty of Animals iathis Country,,' 
both wild and tame. The Air is piercing and fe- 
rene ^ the Soil, tho' not of it felf fertile, yet is made 
fb by Induftry of the Inhabitants. In iome Parts- 
they hpe Vineyards which produce a Grape ot* 
wonderful Delicacy : The Wine of which b much:' 
efieemed in thofe Parts* The Lakes alfo and Ri»:. 
vers abound with Filh of all forts- y neitHcr is rliere-* 
any Scarcity of Fowls, or of. any Thing elie».* 
which immediately ferves the NcceflTities of Human* 
Liife.. Only Things tending to- Luxury, and other- 
kind of Wantonneis, are not to be found" in this- 
happy Region. It is a iecond Scythta or Tar- ^ 
tan. And iadecd the Inhabitants of Svrijferlantf^ 
afe thought to come out of thofe more Northerrit 
Regions, 

They have ever been famous for' their imrin*-' 
cible Conftancy and Valour ii\. War. * ^ulms Cr^' 
far himfoif was afriaid of them^ and Luilc a WalP 
to hinder t-hem from going into Ffancr or Gaul j;* 
when he remember 'd' that X. CUJ/ius^ a Raman/ 
Confult was vanquifti'd by fhem^ and' his whole? 
Army, routed. Some Authors affirm, that ia- thcf 



f^ 
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Times of Old, the Inhabitants of the North of £«- ■ 
rope, were fo prodigioufly multiply'd, that fome of 
them were forced to feek new Seats. Wherefore 
rufliing thro' Germany, and pafling the BJjiney they' 
were met by the Gauls, whom they overcame and 
defeated. Upon which News the neighbouring 
Nations being terrified, fcnt Ambafladors to them, 
defiring Peace. The Conqueror reply'd, they 
came not to wage War, or difturb the Peace of 
Mankind. That they only fought a Place to live 
in quietly, where they might manure the Ground, 
without hurting any body. Then Helvetia was 
granted to them, where their Pofterity live to this 
Pay. 

.As to the Manners of the Modern Swifs, they 
anfwer exa£lly the antient Charadler ,• being wholly 
addi£ted to Warj hardy to bear all Inconvenicn- 
cies of Hunger, Third, Cold and other Afflidii- 
ons of Nature, Providence, Deftiny, or Chance. 
A little Money fcrves their Turn to defray the 
Expences of eating, their Diet being very plain 
and ordinary, confming chiefly of Milk and Chee&. 
If they are chargeable in any Thing, 'tis in Wine 
and other ilrong Liquors. For you ihall find but 
mean and fqualid Houfes, and contemptible Fur- 
niture ; and they wear Garments anfwerable to 
the reft : But they are given to Drinking above 
Mcafure. They will confiime whole Days and 
Nights iiicccflively, without Intermiflion in thelf 
djruaken Debauches. Nor can any Friendship be 
contraftcd among them, but over their Cups. For 
he who drinks mod, and is moft frolickfome and^ 
debonaire, he is taken for a Man of Integrity, 
Whereas he thaf feems timorous of his Health, or' 
makes any frivolous Excufes, he is look'd upon, as 
ft fneaking Fellow, not worthy of iiich good Com- 
pany. Hay, ibmetimcs their Mad4Diefs grows to 

that 
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that Hdght, as to feta Dagger to his Thrq^t, wha 
refafes to pledge in his Turn. 

And yet after all this Reproach, it muft be con-- 
fcis'd, that thefc People arc very pi^ent and cir- 
cum4>e6fc, both in their private* and publick Af- 
fairs. For notwithftanding the Pleafure they take 
in liberal Compocations, yet every Manr whcft 
the Frolick is over, h intent on his Bufinefs, ufing 
double Indudry and Diligencerto make good the 
Expences of his laft Vanity, They work ta drink, 
and drink that they may better work again. So in^ 
the Publick, 'tis evident, that they are not dc» 
isQdvt in Policy, fince they have been able for 
ix^ many Centuries ot Years:, ta maintain their 
Union, and Confederated Liberties, againfl fa many 
Princes, who have endeavour 'd ta bring them un- 
der a Foreign Yoke : And not only fb, but fuch i& - 
the Singularity of their Condu^, that the mo^* 
mighty Monarchs in Euroft are glad ta enter into x 
Le%ue witk them, and fend yes^ly vaft Sums of 
Money. 

Thou wilt not, after what I have faid, cxpe£i to 
find in Swyjerland the Riches of Am6U and Baiy'- 
Iw'f nor the refl of the luxurious and magniticent 
Supcu-fiuities of the Eaft, The Situation of the 
Country, and Nature of the Soil, denies thefe glit^^^ 
tering Vanities. It is fufficient that it brings fortb 
enough ta nouriih the Inhabitants. 

They few no Foreign Invafion, both ott the Ac-* 
count of this National Poverty, and the inaccei? - 
£Ue Heights of the Alfs, with which they are otk 
ali Sides environ jd as by a" Wall, Add to this, the 
iiwiiwible Refolution of the Ptoplc, wha abhor 
and fear Subje^iion more than. Death it felf. So that 
no Prince in Etsrape dares, or thinks it worth his • 
while to carry a War into this Country j know*- 
xng, that if he fiiould conquest it, the Revaftoes^ -' 
wiib a^l the Spoilt of his new-gottea PoiIibiltons» 
' t '' ' G 4 would 
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would nof counterbahjice the Expenccs of one (hort 
Campaign. Belidcs, their Union is £b (hid and 
clolc, that it isalmoft impofiible to break or diflblve 
it. Then they hare fbme very fbong Cities, Ca- 
bles, Forts, and dther Places of Defence, which 
i^ould give no finall Diverlion and Incumbrance 
to him who (hould undertake fiich an Expedition. 
In fine, flich arc their Circumftances, that all the 
Courts round about them, think it lafer to court 
this untameaUe Nation, than to threaten or ha£F 
them. 

I will relate to thee a Story byway of Inihnceor 
Example. From whence thou may^ft comprehend 
more clearly the Humour of tlus People. 

In former Times, as I have aheady {aid, Swiffer- 
huid vns a Province of^ the GermMn Empire, or at 
leaft reputed fb. And there were certain Prefers or 
Governors iet over them by Cdfar, one fucceeding 
another. Some of theic, tor their Iniblence, were 
driven out of the Nation 5 others were kill'd by 
realbn of their tyrannous and cruel Prances. A- 
mong the reft, one of thefe Governors, being 
diigufled at a certain Swifi, commanded him to 
be yok'd with Oxen that drew Burthens in a 
Cart. But when neither by fair nor foul Mesns 
they could force him to this vile Condeicenfioo, 
he commanded his Eyes to be put out. Which 
was done accordingly. This was huinnur*d at: 
But bein^ the firft Eilay of his cruel Difpofitioa» 
they wink'd at it. 

A while after, the iame Governor commanded a 
Woman in her Husband's Abfence, to prepare a hot 
Bath for him. Which when the chafte Matron re- 
fused to perform, till her Husbatid came home, he 
ftruck her dead with an Axe. This aUb, tho' height- 
ning the Cholcr of the Swifi, was pafs'd by in Me- 
ditatioa of future Rcvcsge.

At laft he grew {o foolifhly proud and itnjperiousy 
that wdkifig one Day in the Streets of the City, he 
Huck his Cane in the Ground, and plac'd his Tur- 
bant or Bondlb thereon, commanding all that pafs'd 
by to give Honour to it.'

If I had /hot amifi and hurt mj Son with 
the firfi Arrvw, I was rtfoWi to havi fierced thy 
Heart with the ftcond* Upon this, all the People 
gave a Shout, and running together, ieiz'd upon the 
Governor, and tore him to pieces. Neither would 
they ever afterwards endure or admit any Man into 
their Cities, from the Emperor, unlefs he came in ' 
the Quality of an Ambaflador. 

Serene Minifter, if thefe Memoirs are in the Icaft 
acceptable to thee, 'tis but to command, and 
thou ihalt find I have a Stock not eaiy to be ex- 
hau(kd.

To Dgnct Oglou at Damafcus. 

I Could hardly bclicv^ my own Eyes, when I firft 
read thy Letter, and underdocid that thou art 
turn'd Husbandman at laft, and fettled in a Place the 
moft dded^able on Earth, the very Centre and Ren* 
dezvous of all Pleafures, and whatsoever is agreeable 
to Mortals. Thou art a wary Man, refolved to be 
fure of one Paradife, at leaft, tho' it be by Mort- 
gaging thy Title to the other. Thou will not 
i^Sxx God Almighty to go upon Tick with thee, 
nor truft all his Promifes for Heaven in Reverfion. 
Yet I cannot difcommend thy Cauttoufhefs. We 
know not what (hall befal us after Death \ and there^ 
fore Nature prompts us to iecure to our /elves fome 
Share of Happinels in this Life, and to antedate the 
Uncertainties of a future Blifs, by carving out our 
own Heaven on this Sxd^c the Grave. However, I 
wi(h thou mav'ft not fiirfeit on thy prefent Enjoys 
ments, and io render thy Soul incapable of toe 
Voyage to Eternal Beatitude. I tell thee, my.

IPnmcey which a while ago was at mortal Jara 
with. the HollMulers, Spam, and the Gertnan Em* 
pire^ .is lately reconciled . to tbem> whild new 

Friend- 
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Frieodfli^s and Alliances hare banifliM aO Thoughts 
of former Enmities and Feuds. This YO01 com* 
mences a Civil yuMe in Europe, 

There has Men a Treaty of Peace in Agita- 
tion at Nirmguin^ and Conferences held about it 
any time theie four or five Years $ whereof I for- 
merly gave a Hint in one of my Letters to the 
Torti. The Condufion of it is owing to the pow- 
erful Mediation of the King of Gnst-Brittun, who 
is made Guarantee of the Articles; and the fub- 
miffive Addrefies of the fiifhop oiStrf^shurg to the 
Kmg of J^r/mcBy contributed not a little to the 
Univer£d Agreement. Fdr this Great Monarch is 
flow ih his Adiunces towards an Accommodation 
with thofe who have iiijur'd him, or his Allies. 
He af&dls to imitate the (lately Rcfervednefs of 
the Esjiem Princes ; thinking His Majefty would 
be violated, fbould he condefcend too foon, and ' 
oa too eafy Terms, to the Proposals of his Neigh-* 
hours. He has learn'd this firom the Maxims of' 
the Sublime ForU^ the Refugb of Mankind, whoft * 
Arms are ever open to receive and embrace all - 
that &e- for the Grand Sigt^^*s Friendfhip and Pro>- 
tcftion, in a Way not intrenching on the Glory of ' 
the Ottoman Houie, a Family deftin'd to fubdue the 
World! 

This Temper of the French King is ib^ wtU • 
known and obferved in thefe^ Parts, that he 
has got a new Charad^er bf it both among F^- 
reignerf, and thofe of his own Nation : For they •* 
ipare not to call him The Mefi Chr^ian Turk^' 
by way of Mockery j and this is the iatyrkal Style , 
even of his Subje6ls, in their feditious Cabals^ * 
when they are a little warm*d with Wine, vaA 
each Man as Great as a Kmg htmfelf, in his own 
Conceit. 
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By the fwift Fiafhes of Lightning, which caufe 
the Heart to |>ant, and dazzle the Eyes of Mortals j 
by the aflonifliing Noife of Thunder, which raifes 
the Vapours of the Splec», and fills u* with Hy- 
pochondriack Dread f I fwear the King of lEremcB ' 
v^ a great Hero^'afid defervcs the Honour which 
thefe Infidels have unteignedly done him, in Uk'ning 
him to the undoubted Arbiter of the Earth. He 
really determines the Diferences and Quarrels of a 

freat Part of it. And thnu^h he be a ChriiHan in 
rofeflion, and Hil'd, Tht Elaeft Sm rf tht Chttrch, 
yet he is no Enemy to the Followers of Mahomet^ 
who vouchfafe him their Friendihip.

THere are certain Critical Periods in our Lives* 
whether ordain'd by Fate, or Ming out- in 
an Eternal Circulation of Chances, J am not able 
to determine.

That at iiich 
Seaibns, ibmething very flrange and unufual hap* 
pens to us, above, or befide the ordinary Courie of 
Nature^ or at I^afl appearing fb to me. I will not 
pretend to unravel the Web of Deftinyj or deicribe 
the incoh)prehen£ible Finenefs of. that Artifice, 
which «has fram'd the Worlds. I will not under- 
take to difcovcr the Seci-ets of God, the Myftcrics 
of Nature, and thofe Things which are, under a 
Seal, (hut up from Mortals in infcrutable Darkneis. 
I will not, by a vain Preiumption, and impious 
Arrogance, ckim to my fclf the Right of Omip^ 
fcience.and divie into other Mens Conftitutions aiid 
Thoughts. SufEce it> that I comprehend mj own. 

Thou 
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Thou know^ft, my Mehemet, that I have been a 
Man of maaj Circumftances, fubjed to various. 
Changes ai»i Viciflitudes An this mortal State : 
My Life has been alternately chequer'd with 
Good and Eril. Virtue and Vice have had 
their Turns in the Series of my Anions i Pro* 
fperity and Adverfity in the Courie of my 
Years : And I would fain find . out the Man, 
that can with Truth boaft the contrary. Doubt- 
lefs we are all bom to the Adventures which 
happen in the Pell-Mell of Human Gonveriation. 
'Bates-Errant encounter one another : Sometimes 
they are agreeable -and complai&nt $ at other Sea* 
fbns they will clafh and tilt, break Lances, draw 
Swords \ and all the Weapons of Nature's Pxide 
and Fury (hall be us'd in mere Defence of lMo» 
JyncrafieSi Conceits, Antipathies, Self-Intereft, Pre* 
fer^tion, or any Thing but what is generous and 
good. 

O horrid State of Men ! A Life to be deplor'd, 
beyond the falvage Courfe of Lions, Tygfrs, 
Wolves and other Beafb of Prey \ who always, 
in extremefl: Hunger, fpare their proper .Spe- 
cies } Yet Man in perfed Wantonnefs, devours 
his Brother, and glories in his Cruelty and In- 
• juftice. 

As for me, I have not been guilty of any 
of thefe black Crimes, which make a Riot in the 
Tran^iBity of the Soul, difturb its Peace, darken 
its Dght, and cover it' with a Cloud of guilty, 
deiperate Thoughts. No : If I have been Enemy 
to any body, it has been to my fclf. The very 
Beads' cannot challenge me with Oppreflion, or 
any barbarous Ufage y much leis would I tor- 
sient One Individual of our Human Race. But 
i have had my Frailties, as well as other 
Men^ and there's all can be iaid of it. Thou 

art 
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art acquainted with my Temper? and no body 
knows any worlc. Tis true, I have had to do 
with Abundance of People in my Life-time: I 
have Buli'd it, Lion*d> Lamb'd, and fometimes 
Fox'd it in the World. I have always pur^'d 
the Chacc of Nature. Gome Life, come Death* 
I have made no Baulks in the Appointments of 
Fate, or ^cver put the Eternal Deftiny to a 
Stand. I never halted, boggl'd or fram'd a 
Stumble, at a Generous and Noble A£bion, a Bold 
and God-like Enterpris&e. But, from my Cradle, 
I difdain'd and cherifh'd Infant Abhorrcndes for 
an Inhuman, Barbarous, Perfidious, Cowardly 
Thought. 

Indeed, I have been too great a Lover of Good 
Company; too cafy, flexible, and free in drink- 
ing Wine, and other inebriating Liquors; whofc 
Ufe is taught from Heaven, 'and is the Genu- 
ine ProdudJ: of Eternal Reafbn : But the Ex- 
cels is fure dcriv'd from Hell, the Seat of E- 
verlafting Evil, Vanify, and Error. And yet, 
to whom, or to what Caufe or Principles, (hall 
I afcribe the many Extravagancies of this kind, 
that I have committed ? I ! that have fufFcr*d the 
Thaws of a Thoufand putrid Fevers j let all my 
Radical, Eflential, • ncccf&ry Juices and Humours, 
(tho* never fb well and firmly congeal*d, by the 
Force of an Excellent and Happy Conflitution 
of Body) melt and dilTolve away, in horrid 
Fluxes, Sweat, (^c, rather than baulk my 
Friends, or the Gnand Sigmor*% Catiie, rather 
than fiieak away from Boon Companions, in 
a Principle of tordid Prudence! To ^eak allj 
I am no Starter' from the Juice of the' Grape, 
when 'tis handed to me by Men of Senie aiid 
• Good Humour j eipecially when it is tp ferve 
my Sovereign. And I know not how to pet- 
form that Service better,* at fome'Times, than 
. by 
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by giving Nature an Bjcapade^ as the French call 
it, trom the too- fevcre Rcftraints of conilant Sobri- 
ety. 1 was not ient to Farh, that I (hbuld lead the 
Life of znHadgt'f but to dive into the Secrets of 
the Infidels } which a Man cannot do better, thaa 
over a Glafs of Generous Wine; for that unlocks 
the Cabinets of the Heart, and reveals all Sc- 

crets* 

I tell thee plainly Mehemet, I drink* Wine libe- 
rally and frequently J finding no Devil in the Qua- 
lity of it, but only in the Excefs. And fuch a De- 
vil appeared ^o me laft Week, in the Night-Time. 
I had carous'd it like a German for fbmc whole 
Days together, in ordcr^ to the carrying on an In- 
trigue of Moment j yet I found my fclf no ways 
diSrdcr*d ; neither could any body elfe perceive, bjr 
one falfe Step in my Carnage, that I was more 
than civilly and chearfully elevated. 

It Vas the hotteft Sealbn of all the Year 5 which 
prompted riae, and thofe that kept me Compa- 
ny* to regale oui; felves after the moft refircfliing 
Manner we could invent. Our Drink was an Arti- 
ficial Mixture of the Wine, Water, the Juice of Li- 
mons. Odoriferous and Cfcphalick Herbs, Fruits, 
and whatfoever elfe could render it cooling and de- 
licious to the Palate, mediciiial to the Brain, Heart 
and Stomaph. 

I will not detain thee in Impatience, with any 
more Particularities ^ only I thought it neceflary 
to acquaint thee with the Method of my Drink- 
ing, that* thou may'ft form the more accurate 
Judgment on the Confcquence, which I am going

Whereas, in Trance, 
ti^ Women converle with Men, and go abroad- 
when they pleaie, with ,an unretlrain'd Freedom. 
']they diicourie of Sts^te-Matterl^ and of Religion : 
They undertake to cc^ofiire both Civil and Oinoi^. 
Ijaw^ coxred^ Phtlo£>phy, and reform the Moralr 
•f the Antients. In a Word, the "Frmch Ladies 
take a particular Pride in appearing very Learned' 
aod Knowing, as if they had been educated in the.

Judge 
n^,. Magnificent Vix^, whether it be nOt » ^ 
lirable Thing foj: a French Princcfe to be made 
Queen of Spain f A Princeis bred - up in ' t Court 
abounding with all forts of Geiiteelnefies» Gafka- 
tries, and delightful Liberties, rauft needs think 
her felf in a Monaftery, or ibme worle Place of 
Confinement, after ffae has been but a Day or two 
in the Court of Spahu But Reafons of Sute fiiper- 
&de ^I theCe Inconveniencies. 'Tis the peculiar Ui^- 
happinefs of the Princes here in the Wml tiiat they 
marry for Intered; more than te Love. 

There is another Match Ming forwitfd between 
the Datephin of France, and Priactifa Amt^MarU 
ViBeire, Sifter to the Duke of Mavarii^.

.jo£ UvmMm. In this City tf Img Mb^ there 
fetgn'd. 2ixff[ ^Af^us fouctee^ KiogSi .ievcn to 
:^: TvoLt^^ ^ i^t^Mw{u$^ ^«nd. ibe. f Oundati^ktf^ bf 
1 ^m94 
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'Rvmf . The fourteenth of thefe Kings was Jlmt^ 
Uust who over-reach'd . his Brother NttmioTf to 
. ^whom the Kilc^om belonged by Right 6f ^Priino- 
•genttiSu^ And to be fe^ure of »l 'Things, be 
made ^vkt, the onlf Daughter of '^ktmitwr^ a 
yeftal\ that he mifhtihave no Fear of Ni»i«pi/0r% 
•Pofteiiky.- Yet ^l^i4^ was got with Child hy 
ibmebody, and brought forth Twins, who were 
called Ejuntilm'ixA R^mmf. TbcCe were expos'd t» 
the wide World by the Command of King Anrn^ 
Imsi and privately liourifh'd oy Tauftulusy till they 
Game of Years. Then being informed ^iof their 
Birth and Extraftion, with > ^the ttue^ State <xf 
fthioghthcf^aew'jimitimi, and tieflor'd their Ghmd^ 
Either Urnnitw to his Kingdom :- hi the fetond 
'Year of who& Reigti, 'Bsnmus built the City of 
time. 

- In the eighteenth Year of his A#e, li$mulm 
•was iaiuted King, when he had kiU'd his Brother 
.JLemuss fofif I^p.iflg infColatempt^^er the Ditch he 
hod made tound' the City. Thus* he odnfbdrated 
the FortifioLtioiis'of the City with his oiyn Blood. 
But an this wiute B^tmli^ had built but the Sha- 
dow of a 'City, fince there were no^ Inhabitants to 
people and defend it. However, he quickly jMteh'd 
upon a Method to iiipply-this Dete^b. There was 
a Grove hard by, which he made a Sanduary for 
aU Perfi>iis in Diftrefs, and yrho were willing to 
make their -Foi^tunes upon Hazard, This wis 
proclaimed in- the neighbouring Rqgio&s; and 
an innumerable Multitude of Criminals, Debtors, 
and Maleconcenci, floeied thither- from« all Parts < 
beiides Shepherds,^ and other Pcribns, ; who : onljr, 
through a natiHral laconftincy,.ibugiit a Change of 
Life. So that there was a iSnUimut^ lof Tr4>jtmst 
who came over with JBImas j of jir^ss^Mns, who 
> foUowVl EvtitkUfi and of feveral other. Natwns^ 
befiics the Natives a^Zb/cMiy uiA^LM$hm*^*OiiZJdi 
'. . thefc 
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thele as out of ib many Ekroents, BjomulHs ex" 
traded the Body of a Commonveahh, But he con* 
iidered withal, that this new Republick could not 
iubfUl beyond the Age aud Lives of thofe Men 
who form'd it 3 they being without Hopes of Po- . 
Aerity, as having no Women among them. To 
V provide for this Inconvenicncy, they treated with 
the bordering People about Marriages : which being 
denied them> they had recourie to Stratagems and 
Violence. They invited the Sabtnes and other 
Neighbours to come and lee fbme Plays, which they 
proniiied to exhibit in Honour of Nepfune* 

The Bait took j and Multitudes of both SexA» 
cfpecially the Younger Sort, throng*d thither to be 
Spe^lators of the R^man Novelties. "When on a 
flidden, a certain Signal being given, the Rofnans 
leap'd ftom their Pkces, and rufhing among the 
Strangers, every Man feizedl the Female that beft 
pleafed him, or that firft came to Hand, and made 
her his Wife. 

This was the Caofc of fpeedy Wars ; For the 
neighbouring' People, who had bieeuthus robb'd of 
their Women, took up Arms to revenge the Inju- 
ry. But they were routed, put to flight, and one 
of th^r Towns laid wafte. The Romam alio took 
rich Spoils from them, which they confecrated to 
thdr Gods. 

In the mean time, the City of Same was deli- 
vered into the Hands of the Sahines, by Tarpeta a 
Virgin i, who, as ftmc fay, was corrupted with . 
Gold, by Tatms, , the Captain ot the SaSines ; 
Whilft others affirnii that ihe did it innocer\tly, 
and with a Defign to fave the City, inllead of 
betraying ijt. For "flie ask'd as a Reward of her ftp- 
poied Treaj^n, the Shields of the Sabtnes i thinking 
that beins. thus ill. part di&rmed, they mi^ht eafily . 
be overcome by tiic Romans. But they lenfible-of 
iier Stratagem, promi&d what (he demanded % and . 

I perform'd * 
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perfbrm'd it accordingly \ but in fiich a Manner, as 
plainly difcover^d their Revenge of an Injury, rather 
than their Gratitude for a Kindneis: For they threw 
their Shields £q thick upon her, that they prefi'd her 
to Death. 

Then entring the City Pell-mell, there commenc'd 
a furious Battel between the Xomans and the SAhine^. 
The Streets flow'diwith Blood, 'till the Wives of 
the Bamansy for whofe Sake this War began, came 
tearing their Hair» and running between the Two 
Armies, at length brought them to a Truce and 
Agreement. Then a folemn League was made be^ 
tween Romulus and Tatius, And what is more won- 
derful, the Salana leaving their Native Seats, came 
with all their Wedth to live in Rome-y communica- 
ting Part of their Riches to their Sqns*in-Law, by 
way of Dowry. 

The Forces of the fLfmsns being thus increased 
^ by the Acceffion of the SMms^ Komulm applied 
himfelf to the Bublick Adminiftration with all Case 
and Policy. He appointed the.Touth to be always 
in Arms on.Hor^-back, that they might be con- 
ftantly upon their Guard, and ready equipped againfl 
the Surprizes of War: That the Chief Council of 
the Commonwealth ihould confifl; of the Senior&i 
who were called Fathers for their Authority, and 
Senators tor their Age. 

Afiairs being thus diQ>ofed, ott Day, when there , 

vfz& a full Senate, Romulus being preunt, was on a 

^ fudden taken from their ^igjit. Some think he was 

jinurder'd by Confpiracy, and cut into fmall Pieces by 

the Senators: Others %, he was poyfoti'd;' But 

the general Report was, that he was Deified. . 

^Julius froculus was the Author of this; who taking 

Notice that there arofe a violent Tempeft. at the 

fame Indant that Romulus difappeared, and that the. 

Sun was juft then eclipfed, ihfmuatcd to the Peo^e, 

that R^mulm was become ^ God. Kay,' hr took an 

Oath. 
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Oath, that he fiw him in a much more Auguft 
Form» than whilft he was a Mortal : And that fi^ 
mtdus commanded them to adore him for a God^ 
affirming that he was' called ^uirhus in Heaven j 
and aiTuring them, that l^;0e^fhould conquer the 
whole Earth. 

Nunm PomftHus fucceeded Romulmi being invited 
to the Kingdom by the Romans, who had a Vene- 
ration for him on the bare Fame of his Sanctity and 
Religion. He taught then\ Holy Rites and Cere- 
monies, with whatfoevcr pertained to the Worfhip of 
the Immortal Gods. He divided the'Year into Tweke 
Months, and appointed the Holy-days. He ordam'df 
the Ponfiffs, Amgursy Salii, with other Ranks of 
Priefts. He gave them the Ancilia and PalUdium^ 
iVhich can^e down from Heaven : And he inftituted 
the Veftai Fire. In a Word, he perfiiaded them, 
that whatfoevcr he taught them, he receiv'd from 
the Goddefs JEgtrh$. And this wrought fb effi- 
cacioufly on the- Minds of the rude and ignorant 
fcople, that*the)r came at length to govern that 
Empire with Juftice aiid Religion, whicn they got 
by Robbery and Oppreffion.*

TH Y laft Letter appears Magifterial and peremp- 
tory, like a Summons firom the InquiHtioa.

Tm% proceeds from the Freedom I 
formerly took ki diicourfxng againil the Pope's In- 
fallibility, the newly canoniz'd Saints, and the Doc- 
trine of no SaJvMtion out of the Roman Church. I ice 
thy Zeal makes thee peevi(h and moroie. Indeed 
at is a Grace that fbons turns ibwre, if it be not 
kept in a clean Heart, and a temperate Air» free 
firom the Vapours of Superftition. However I am 
willing to fatisfy thy Demand as well as I can } and 
jtranfrait^y Soul to thee in Effigy. 

Tho* we cannot pourtray Negatives, yet every 
Pidiure has its Backiide, whereon the cunning 
Painter may draw the R^verfe of his firft Deiign i 
ct'zt leaft, the Spefbtor's Imagination may fupply 
the Painter's Office, and form Idea's quite contrary 
to the Original Piece. That thou mayeft therefore 
the better comprehend what, I am in Point of Re 
ligion and Faith, I will firft rcpreient what I am 
iiot. 

Conceive then, that I am no Narrow-Soul'd yew, 
who confines Salvation to the Lineage of Jacobs 
and lays an Hereditary Claim to Heaven, becaufe, 
for the Wickcdnefs of his Execrable Race, he is not 
allowed to poiiefs a Foot of Land on Earth : Who, 
to ftrengthen his Title, produces the Scheme of his 
Geneak>gy \ proving that he descended in a Right 
Line from one of tho^ Parricides, who murdered

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the MeJpfUij and for that Reaibi) avouches, that Pa- 
radife is e^tail'd to him, arpoog the reft of his 
Brethren, on the Score of bis Fprefather*s Merit. 

Neither am I a Chriftian Hypocrite, who mocks' 
himfelf and all that fee him, with his empty Forma- 
lities : who conftantly calls upon Jeftis every Morn- 
ing, to fanfbify his Reiblutiqn or finning againft 
God before Night.

I cannot 
be perfuaded, that God is well pleafed to fee me 
make a Fool of my felf, and trot up^nd down in 
Pilgrimage, to honour Five or Six Sham-Heads o£ 
St, yokn the Baptift 5 for in fo many feveral Places 
do thef pretend to fhew that one Sacred Rflick,. 
which cannot be multiplied. Neither can I believe 
the Miraculous Vegetation, and conftant Growth of. 
the Crofs: which they pretend to fliew v/hSic and 
entire at C^farea, whiift it. is exhibited alio in. 
Millions of Pieces throughout Chrifiendom, So that 
there is fcarce a Chrilbijn Gentleman of any Quar 
Ikyin Europe, ^fa, Africa, or America, who dues. 
ijot boaft his Share of this wonderful Rclick. It" 
ail which Pieces wfere put together, ihcy wouLl- 
probabl^f make a Thoufand^ fuch CiofTcs, as. ihac 
which is kept in Tdejlincy 'for. the fuppofcd True, 
Crofs whereon 7eji« lurftrM Death j and yet they 
arc all faid to be cut off from That. Indeed, la- 

I 3; thtr: 
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thtr WiUiAmy I have no great Stomach ta fwallow^ 
down thefe Great Wooden Fables : The very Chips 
are enough to choak me. But then comes the MUk 
of the Bleded Virgin to my Relief, with which I 
may rinfe my unbelieving Throat, almofl: in every. 
Fariih, or Monaftick Church, I come at. For I 
4arc fay, there is more of this to be found in fuch* 
Places, than an Bung^rinn Cow would give in Seven 
Tears together. But it curdles in my Stomach and 
makes me fick. The very Idea of thefe Child- Ab- 
iurdities is as operative, as the Draught of an uintp- 
menial Cup. 

It would be too tedious to turn up all the Negative 
Side of my Religion > and explain in an Hundred 
more Particulars, what I am not : Let us now there- 
fore traverfe the TfkbUt^ and .^ what I. pofitively 
am.

.Tiie CecexnoAj of the Efpoulals was jpeifornitdJ^ 
at that Town Yeftcrdajr, by the Cardinal of Bcuil-' 
hny Grand Almoner of ir^n^^Jn the Chapel of the 
Biihop's Palace : And to Ehy; as* I have iaid» he 
finilhed the whole Buiinefs in the Temple of the 
Virgiai^ry^*.th^ c^ief Ca^iedVaP of^this^City^'. in 
the Pfefeftcei of^the King and Queen^ W4th diwrs 
Lords and Ladies of the Court. There were other 
Bifhops to aflift him, whoft Titles I have fcr^ot;

Thought. Hawwei', » fiitisfy thy 
curious and inqujiitive Genius, I 
will &y fometnine of each, at 
briefly md compemSoufly as I cm. 
In my Two Uft, 1 difcourled of the Unitxd 
SithtrUmds, and thb Svifs Camtss. Now I will 
fer^y thee over the Lemiifi L^ki, and land thee 
in Cmtui, the Mothctj tlurfe, and Centre of the 
Ctihiaifit. Tbefe are a flirt of Fretijlmti, diHent- 
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Hie; from the Opinions of Luthtr and his Ailbciates, 
who was* the firft Aathor of what thejcall the Re- 
formation here in Mtirope* 

The Gitv of Geneva is very^nticnt, and was not 
yoeng in the Time of JiAius Cdfitr, «« appears by 
his Commentaries ; where'he makes mention of it« 
^being feated On the Rirer Rofus, ;aft at the Entrance 
of the Leman Lske. It ftands very pleaiandy, and has 
z fertile Soil round about it ; vrhcre Ceres ftrives to 
out-do Bacchus in her liberalittes. For tho' thefe 
be very good Vineyards m thefe Parts, yet not in 
ib great Plenty, as to match the Abundance ofGora, 
F\me, Hay, Oats, Melons, and all manner of Herbs 
and Fruits that the Climate ufually bears. 

. The Air is pure and wholfbme: The Winters not 
fb cold as in Germany, nor the Summers £0 hot ai 
in fome Parts of ^ance. 

The People are generally corvulent, morofe, iii- 
liofpitable t6 Strangers; eQwcialiy to thoie of the 
'Rrtnan Church, whoni they always iufpe£fc as Spies. 
They are very fhi^,> eontment, and fbber. And 
above all Things, th6y affed: a fic^;ular Gravity in 
their Carri:i^ atid Garb. 

As for Riches they can boafl but little j and were 
it not for their Art hi making Silks and priittii^ 
Books, of which infinite Quantities and Numbers 
are esepbrted to other Nations^ this Comjnonwealth 
coukl ndt fupport its own Chains. 

Indeed thdr Military Strength is confiderable 
fi>r the Bignefs of the Place j the City being fen- 
ced by Nature as well as Art, with impregnable 
Fortifications. They keep an eiquifitc Wajtch on 
the Walls, and at the Gates. Neither can any Fo- 
reigner have Entrance or Lodging there, without 
undergCHng a fcvere Scrutiny. 'They have a Ma- 
gaaine in the CSty, Fomffli'd with all forts ctf 
» . I 6 Arrti, 
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Arms, Midi with everj Thing that is necefikry to 
&ilain a long Siege* Add ,ta this, the Friend(hip 
and Patronage of the Irtnch Kings, who have for 
xaaoy' Years ihcher'd this little Republick from the 
ItnvaGons and Incroachments of the Dakes.of S0>vy^ 
who claim a Title to it. 

Th^re were formerly three Forts near the Town, 
In the Pofieflion of the Situoyttrds^ whi<di much 
annoy U the Inhabitants, and threatened ^the Ruin 
of the City it felf, with the Shot of great Brais 
Orxinance,. which were placed there for that Pur- 
pofc. But H$nry IV. or Irume took one from 
the Doke of Savcyj and demolished it in the Year 
l6oo. He alio cauied another to be pulled 
down* which equally endamaged the oppoiite Side 
of the City. And a th^d the Inhabitants them* 
&lves laid even with the Ground, being aided by 
the l&^tncbp 

If . thou would'ft know by what Title the 
Dukes of SAvoy pretend a Right to Gtrm^i. I 
win tell thee in a few Words. In for^ner Times* 
thiere. was a Feud between the Counts of G#- 
mvMi and her Bifhops, about the Government, 
.each claiming it as his Due. At leo^ a cer* 
tain Bifhop procured the Principality ot GfonMS 
'from Frederick I. £mperor or GirmMVf- This 
occafioned a Civil War between, him and the 
Count of GenevM, which^ lafting many Yeari, 
and confuming, the Money and Forces of the 
Town^ the Inhabitants, with the Conient of 
the Biihop, implored the Pr otedion of the Count 
of Savcv:, He raifed an Army, .and,, marched a- 
gainft tne Count of GffinM 5., taking 'many. Towns 
and Fortrcfles from him, which belonged to tl^e 
Rcpubii^k. Then he advanced, with die Army 
x^u td. the Walls, of GenfvM, moie like an En^m^ 
'tiHMI. a Friend to the Biihop and People. For 

iX>t. 
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Bot content with his new Conqaefts» he deoiandr 
ed as ma^h Money as would qaic the Charges he 
i)ad been at in this Expedition. The Bilhop rer 
preicnted to him, " That he ought to be con- 
" tent with thofe Places he had won, and^ that 
" they fhould be acknowledged Feudatories of Sa-- 
f* vfl^." But this did not fatisfy the greedy County 
who threatened the City, if th^^ would not reintr

But- 
the Ecclcfuftick Prince fo ftrongly opposed the Se- 
cular, that he maintain'd his own Juri^iidioo^ and 
the Liberty of the People, till the Time of Amd^ 
deus VIII. who waft his Succedbr, and the firft who 
was created Dtike of Savw^ being afterwards eied- 
td to the Papacy, which he enjoy'd by the Name 
of fAix* Before his Afliimptien to this Height of 
lEc4e/iaJHck Dignity, he had obtained ot Pope Martin 
the Jurifdi^on of Gemvs in temporal Matters. 
Bathe found as much Trouble in itj as his Prede* 
oei^rs had done before. And fo have all his Suc- 
ceilbrs to this very Day. For, tho* they boaft of

It is obftrvable of that' Nation,' that they are 
flexibtej and receptive of any foreign Impr^- 
onl The Trinch iajj, the- ^h^iih' »mU:Js fom 
embrace Mahometanifm, as ar^ t>ther HeUgjm, 
€9Hld ye but erne \ get thh Length of their J^t; 
This is an Englifh Adage, 'fis certain they arc 
a vei-y^ mutable, inconftant, ^ Rebellious People: 
They fuffdt^ on the Plenty v^hiih^'Ntiturc hath* 
given 'em; wKidi'iiiakcs them^ftfll^uifcaJy, dilcbnr 
tledted, and ifelicaitd^ ThcyJpew^'out- their owa 
UftppiUfe^' to ^^e'lhc' ^^dnacfa'^ tfiat stttexaperatr 
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Nation, and prepare it for •foreign Sham-Banquces 
of Magicians. Of old they were btave, and fled- 
fail to their Principles: Then their Renown was 
fpread far and wide; Whm a BArwft <?/ England 
(as 'tis recorded in the Hiftories of FrMnce, which 
muft be impartial in this Point) kilN five and 
twenty Frenchmen, among whom were two Mar^ 
qMfes, four KnightSy and nine NohUs tf the lejfer 
Order. . 

But now they iiave quite loft their ancient Fante 
and Valour : They are corrupted with a thouiand 
Debaucheries* They are as Hckle as the Wind, and 
as moveable as the Duft it raiies in the Streets*, la 
fine, they are nojdnng at all, but the Obloquy iuid 
' Scorn of other Nations. . 

But to return to the 'French HugonotSy and C4/- 
vin their Malicr. I was once acquainted with a 
very ancient Dervife, or Fryar, when I firft came 
to Farh, who confidently aHirm'd, That be had 
ofben heard his own Father fay, <^ That CaMn^ 
'* in his Prefence, once thruft his Right Hand 
*' into . the Fire 5 wishing it had been burnt to 
*< Afhes, when it direded his Pen in writing 
." apinft the Real Prefcnce of the Bodf of Jefns 
** the Meflias, in the Sacrament of the Altar. But 
** fince.he had writ that fatal Treatiie, he could 
*< do no lefs in Honour than defend it to the laft.' 
And yet this is one of the cardinal and mod- im- 
portant Points in Coatro?erfy between the d- 
tholieks and the Hugonots ; whereon the. whole 
Body of Religion depends, and is tunv'd ta the 
Right-hand, or to the Lx;ft. So that in the main, 
the HMg4^ts have no other Ground for their 
Separation from the Roman Church, than the 
confeis*d Obflinacy of their Ringleader. And l 
tell thee plainly, thcj are the Difciples of his Ho* 
roour, as well as 01 his Dof^rines. There is not 
fuch a pertinacious Sort of People living > (o fin-

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guhr, pirtiify (elf-K!onmted, wilful and incorrigifale. 
We muft always except out of this Charader, fbine 
of tlM Gentry, moft of the NoUa, and alitlieB#iiifx 
'Shf'us of tha^ Profeffion, as tfaa^ call %in s that i^ 
the Men of Senie. For they defpife the Bieot^ 
of their Brethren, and go to their puUtck Aflem- 
blies, rather in Complai&nce to their Pirents, 
Friends, and Kindred, or lev the lake of Intereftr^ 
than out of any real Regards for a Religion of fc^ 
young a Date, b mean and contemptible a Figure, 
4uid which '%& (hut up within inch narrow Liniit^. 

They^re, in ihort, fb bad, or at leaft grown fb 
odious at the Court, that th« King is-<)utt»«ngry . 
with them, and reiolved to^*extirpate them ^and 
their new-^errd Herefy out of the Nation. la. 
order to this, lie proceeds gradually, like a Politi- 
cian ^ being not willing to tempt them to a general- 
Revolt, by proiroking the whole Party at once, and 
rendring them defperate. No, no; he'a cunninger- 
than to draw a Civil War upon himfelfand his King- 
dom, by giving (b loud an Alarm to a People who . 
«rp very rich, potent, and whofe Intereft is muc}i «. 
interwoven with that of the Cathclieks, I believe, . 
to fpeak modeftly, they arc able to keep^^fifty thou- 
fand Men of Arms in Pay, as they can contrive the 
Bufinefs among themfelves. Therefore, knowing 
that though the Preachers all profefs the lame Re- 
Hgion, yet everv one is not ib ^ou^ as another 
in defending and propagating it ; he has made luck ' 
a politick Decree, as only touches thofc particu- 
lar McllMhSi (or MiQifters as they call them herej 
who are convicted of profely ting any Ct^tholuks 
to their Herefy. Whereby alio is threatened to 
the Catkolkks themfelves, who ihall for&ke the

He thac is the moft vigorous, and takes the great- 
eft Pains in converting the Hugwots^ is the BifliofI 
of JdMuxji a Man of prodigipus Eldqueoce, Senfe, 
and Wit. This Age do9s not afferd his- Equal, inr/ 
the Perfe^ons of the Mind and Intelled : He is 
profoundly learned, a Man of untverTal Reading; 
skilful in moft Languages ; an Oracle in Philofophy, 
Aftconomy, and other Sciences of Nature. He is 
tl^e LiMfli^ri^^. among t^e Poets, the Grown of;Qi^-. 
tars ; .the very Ime^d^^dJis^of human Knowledg^e. 

'Tis true, he is very zealous for the Auth(Hity; 
and infallible Veracity of the "Rffman Church : But 
ke afiferts thefe Things with fo much Grace and 
Moderation, with fack a Mafculine Reafbn, and 
with all the Symptonis of ajincere Piety ; that I, 
who regard npone Se€t of the fi^Ankt more than ano- 
ther, cannot but admire the natural Abilities and Per- 
f^ions of his Soul. He's learned as AbM Melee . 
AfkU OfMr at Fex j pious as Ht6atolla Mir Argun 
at Ctgm in Natalia i abftinent as Mohammed in 
AraHa i holy as the abftra^led Mirmadoliny Santme 
of the Vale of Sidw. A Man every way accom- 
f lifi)'d» and in^ir'd with Divine Munificren^es.

LETTER III. 

To the venerable Mufti. 

SO long a^ thou doft not complain of my t09 
firequent Letters, I fl^l not murmur at the 
Pains of writing them. Tis a Pleafure thus to 
■revolve the HUtories of paft Ages. And whtlft 
I with my own Hand confign them to Paper, they 
adhere the fafter to my Memory. I Ihoald not be 
£>rry, if I were to fpend the Remainder of my 
Davs in epitomising all the authentick Records 
and Memoirs that are extant in the World. Such 
an Ejcerciie would bq a conftant RelieE of M^lan- 
chqly, by lighting abundance of Flambeaux and 
Lamps in the Soul to difperfe the Mifts and Dark* 
nefs which naturally mak^ it iad. I ended my 
laft Letter with the Reign of N»im» PomfiUm over 
the Romans: Who, as if he had made the King* 
dom Hereditary only to Men of Virtue, was no 
fboner dead, but the People ele^ed Tidiuj HoftiUmt 
for their iQing, in Confederation, of his excellent En* 
dowments and Merits. 
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He inftru^ed the Rfimam m a more perfedk Mili* 
nry Diicipline, and improved the Art of War. So- - 
that having train'd up the Youth to a wonderful ^ 
PromptneS and Skill in Arms, be ventured to iend 
a Defiance to the Allans, and invade their TerritO" 
ries, tho' they were a ftout People, and had lorded 
it a long Time ~ in Italy. But when many Battels 
had been fought between them, with equal Damage 
to both Sides i at length, . to put an £nd to the 
War, a^d make the Lodes of the Vanquiihed more 
compendious, they mutually agreed to decide the 
Vidlory, by a Combat of three Brothers on one 
Side, againft as many of the other* Thoie on the 
Roman were called Horatiii the Mian Brothers, C«-- 
riatii. 

The Fight was &ir and dubious, and had. an admi- 
rable Event > for all the three CuriatH were wounded* 
and two of the H&r/uii killed ;. £> that it ieemed 
difficult to determine which had ^ the Advantage ; 
one found and untouched Rptmn, or three faint and 
weakened Albans.. However, likc^£sx^Vf\ngH9ratius^ 
not prefoming too much obd his own Strength againft' 
fuch an unequal Number of Enen^ies, added Policy - 
to his Courage, and made uie of this Stratagem : 

He counterfeited a Flight, that £6 he might fepa- 
rate his Adverfaries, and.engage with them fingly* 
one after another> according as they overtook 'himl^ 
His Plot took, axid he v^nquifhed all three : But he^ 
.fullied his Vidory with the Blood of hfs §ifler p 
whom at his keturn he killed^ becaufii ihe meti 
him not \yith Joy and Triumpih, bdt wit^Giiief and* 
Tears forthc Xofi.of her Spou^» who was one .of 
the thxtc Alban Brethren. He was call'd in queftion 
for the blood V Fad, but his Merit fuperiiiddd his. 
' Crime i and the Fad, which, at ahother.tiifae:would 
have cpft hin> M^ bead,: now &]^ed.but(to»igmeiK 
WilGlory:**'"* ^ , - •_ r.: .Ci c. t'.* 
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Not lo&g after this» i&ere brokeeut a War between 
>the Rffmans and the ^idnmtes, z People of Lathim or 
7j^4Nif. The AlSMHSf according to their late League, 
were obliged to aid the Bjomans in their War^. 
•Wherefore they ient Auxiliary Forces, under the 
Command of Metim Sugetms, But this Captain 
proved treacherous : For juft as the two Armies 
were going to enter Battel, he withdrew^ his uf/^4iM 
ta theTop of a HiUi where they flood Neuter j, to 
.bcluld the Foitone 4>f the Fight, that fo they might 
Join the Pronged Party. Which when TulUus per- 
ceived, he polittckly cried out with a loud Voice, in 
the Hearing of both Armies, ,7hMt Methis had doiM 
^$ku hf Ihs C^mmmuL Theia the- Remnns took Cou^ 
rage ^ and. their Enemies being ftruck with Terror, 
i/vere foon routed and overcome. After which, 
the RtmM,Ksag cauied the Traytor Metius Suffetius 
.to be tied with Cords to two Chariots, and torn in 
.pieces by .wild Hoi^s. He al(b ruin'd and quite 
^^moiifli'd JUm'^ not looking on that City now as 
the Parent, bat the: Rival o? tam^. However, he 
iatSi tranfported to Amm att the Riches oiMba, with' 
the Inhahitast&r tfaari& the City might not feem to 
^periih, but oidy to remove its Situation, and be 
incorporated; with Bmnt, - 
. Jncms Maftms fucceeded JUdlus HeftHim, being] 
the Graindchikb of NiMn;^: by his laughter. He- 
iaheritod his QnaUdds^aUb,' as well^ as his Blood. He 
encompafled the City, with- Walls, and join'd the 
Bonks of ^^«r, wiuchran through the middle of it, 
iwitfa a Bridge. He iiikewife built the Port Opo,: 
ja£t by the Month of the River, where it'fldws uto 
the Sea i planting there a Colony ot Hoffmns, as if 
lie had then prefa^d what afterwards tame to |Hifii 
that the Mercbandiies' of the Woi;ld (hodd be brought 
in.thither, as into the Maritime- Sftore-hooie of the. 
<^City delilia'd Co coospa all Thix|gi» 

^Him 
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Htm- fiicceeded Tarqmmmt afterwards iumaxn^d 
^fius. He was of foreign Extra/ftion, yet ob* 
tain'd the. Sovereigaty by liis £Iegance and Wit. 
For, being the Son of iMcttm^, a Cwhahianj who 
abandon^ his Country, and fled into Tufcanyy where 
he was made Kingj this Tarquinms, poliihing hit 
Creek Nature with Jtaiian Arts, infinuated lo far 
with . the Rtmansj that they chofe him for their 
King. He augmented the Number of Senators, and 
added three hundred Soldiers to the Troops that 
were already eftabiiihed ; Winch was all he dorfir 
xlo, in regau-d ^tiui^^ev^, an Ateper, in high 
Requefl; among, the Romans^ had forbid any great- 
er Number to be added. Thefc Augurs were a 
fort of Diviners, who foretold Things to come, 
from the Chirping, Flying, Feeding, and other 
A€tion» of Birds* Tarquinius \ one I^y a^k'd this 
AstiHs NAvius, Whether the T^mg could {offikly be 
dme^ whkh he then theught ufonf The Aug$$r% - 
confiikihg his Art, anfwer^i, It mgjpt be dme. Then 
faid the. King, I wf^s eonfidering tAeiher T eetel'd'^ 
em thh Whetfione with /» Baxm. Ttii ym mofi 
replied Attius, And the King did it; From th^t 
time, the College of Attgufr^ fir ft founded by £^ 
ntulus, was held in iacred^ Efleem by the Bmrnmu 
I ihould, have called them the lyiumvirate of Ate^ 
j;$fn 'y for there were but thre^ at firiV,. one out of: 
every Tribe* But Serviu^ Tulliusi, the next Kin^ 
added a foonrth. They were all Noble^. But after- 
^wprds they were increased to nine$ ^ laftof all, to 
fifteen, in the Di^^atorihip of ^Ua, 

To return, to tar^uimtu. He was op lefs pro* 
ipcrous in War, than in Peaces fbfE he fubdued 
iwdve Cities of the Tufcans^ with the Tetrsto* 
^ies belonging to them. He invented Robes, and' 
En£g^ of States the Ivory Seats of C^hariots. 
ivherein'the Senators were carridd to the Council; 
^the Gold AisgSi and magnificent Horie-Trappinjgi, 

whick 
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which were given to th% "Bj^man Kmghts, as Badges 
of Honour : Alio, the Purple and Scarlet Pvobes » 
the Triumphal Chariot of Gold ; the painted Vhry- 
gUn Robe, worn by, a VidicH-ious Gencfal, when nc 
celebrated a Triumph 5 with many other Ornaments 
and publick Decorations, to fct tbrth the Majefty 
and Grandeur of the Roman State. 

Tarquinius being mortally wounded, his Wife Ta- 
mquil perfuaded the People, that all was well with 
him i that his Wounds were not danger^nis : That 
he was on]y laid in a Slumber ; and that in a little 
time they (hould fee him well aeain : In the mean 
while, fhe iaid, it was his ,WiU and Pleafure that 
they (bould ohcyServtHs Tullius, a Favourite ofher*s i 
. who would adminifter Juftice, and govern the Peo- 
ple wifely, during the King's lllneis. 

This Servius ThIUus was the Son of a Prince 
efZat turns who bfcing kill'd in a Battle^ with the 
Romansf his Wife was carried Oaptivc to Rome-y and 
being preiented to Queen Tanaquil, liv'd free from 
Servitude under her Prote£bion : And being with Child, 
was dcliver'd of Servius Tullius in TMnaquih Palace, 
The Queen took a fingular Fancy to the Noble Infant, 
suid ^gave him Royal Education > prefaging from a 
Flame which (he £lw environii^ his Head, that he 
would be a famous Man in Tiiiie. *Twas for 
thi« Reaibn fte per&adcd the People to receive 
him as the King's Subftittrte, or Deputy for* a 
while, not doubting but that after they had tafted 
the Swcetrieft of his Government,' an^ the Death 
of Tarquin ihould- be known, trhcf would eafily 
fubmit to hini as Tarquin' s Succeflo^ Her Strata- 
gem had its defired Mc6t j for Servius Tullius 
improved his Time fo well in pleafinjg the People, 
that the Kinedom, which he obtain^' by Craft, was 
ackffoWlcdc'd by ail as due to his Merit ahd Vir- 
., ': :.. ' •'' ?•• • '!•••• ' • •'• ^tueJ, 
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tues. He.firft far(«igbti;th^ 'People qf Z?w»tf under. 
an Afllflmcat, whereby evcf^ .MaiD*s^ Eft^tc wa« 
valued;. He divided, th^m iot^ CiaiTej, )^ardv and 
CoUffges* And the Commoawoalth was brought 
into iiicb Order*, by the exquillce Policy of thia 
wife K.ing» that tbc Piffer^i?<;e of . evcf^ . Man's 
Patrimony, Dignity, Age, Trade, and Omce, wa^ 
regiftar'd in. publkk Tables j. wbich vendcr^d .the 
Ooconomy of thia ^eait State as regular and eaffA 
as that-ot a private Fare iiy pr {ioufc. 

The laft of all the .Kings was Tarqumius, fur:* 
mmM the Prn^i, for the morofe and diidainful 
Hanghtiaeis of his Teinper. He niarried the Daugh* 
ter of Serviui JiUHtu, in hopes of {ucceeding in the 
Kii^dom* But .he not having Patience to wait (ov 
the natural Death of his Father-in-law, hired RutE- 
ana to murder himi and thcafeized upon the King- 
dom br'V.iolenee. , Neither did he, govern the State 
with lefs Wickedncfi and Cruelty, than, that by. 
which he obtained it: For he denied Burial to his 
JEOundcr'xi Fatber^in-law } iayingf Thaf f^i dtfirv'd 
matMen^r Ufitge than Romulus, v^ f^ri/k'4 without 
MiSepidcire, He alfi> flew the Chiefs of the Nobles 
whom he fafpeftcd to : be. of Strviusl^, I|iter.cftn 
And bis Wife TulUn was as bad as he: For as 
ibon as fte had faluted hei; Husband by the Title 
of K.ing, (he caus'd hcrfclf to be (InVcp i». a ^Cha- 
riot over the dead Carcafs of her Father. Both of 
them exercised great Cruelty, and maflfacrcd many 
of the Senators. But the Pride of Tarquin was 
intolerable to all. T3If it-l^flgth, when he had 
fpcnt enough of his Rage at "iiome, he turn'd it 
againft hts foreign Enemies abroad, and took ma- 
ny ftrong Towns in tmium. However, notwith- 
ftanding all his^ Vices, he gave the World this Proof 
o&fSis'. Qcp^iithat out of the Spoils which he 
took from his Enemies, he raifcd Money, and 
fiui(h*d therewith the Temple ot Jufntr in the 
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Capitol, which his Father Tarquimus Prifius had be- 
gun. The Story fays, that as they were laying the 
Fouiidations of this Temple they found the Head 
ot si Man ; which they interpreted as a good Omen, 
That Rt>me (hould be the Seat of a vaft Empire, and 
Miftrcfs of the whole Earth j as it afterwards came 
to pais. 

The People of Romt bore with the Pride of Tftf" 
quin, but would not bear with the Luft and Tyran- 
ny of his*Sonsj one of which raviih*<l Lucretuiy a 
Woman of admirable Beauty and Virtue. The 
chafte Matron, expiated the Diigrace, by ftabbing 
her felf: And, as (he breath'd her laft, ihc charg'd 
Brutus and Collatirms, two Princes, to revenge her 
Caufe. Wherefore they fthrred «p the People to 
aflcrt their Liberty, and abrogate the Kingly Go^ 
vemment : Which was as readily done, as men- 
tion*d. And here was an End put to the Tja-anny 
of Kings. 

In my next I will relate the Increafc and Pro- 
greis of the Rpman State under the Government of 
Confiils and Emperors: Which will comprehend^ 
the mofl: memorable Events of Peace and War> 
even to the Cataftrophe of the Empire.

Methinks I tafte and feel the Ori- 
ginal Meaning of the Word Nemefis : Which though 
It pafs for primitive Greek, among the mod Learned 
of the Wefiern Scholars, yet J can prove it to be a 
Phasmcian Derivative from the Chinefe, And I can 
dcmonftratc likewife, that it is full of Myftcries.^ 

Every Syllable of it is iacred and mysterious as 
the Mene> Mene, Tekel, Upharsin of Belt/chat- 
x,ar, Sumeravifj Numeravh, Appendit, Divijlt^ 
That's the Senft of it. So arc Words beconie the 
Eternal Mind. 

The very Letters which compo(e Words, (I 
(hould have faid the Syllables fiift, in good Man- 
ners) are all the ProduAs of the Mathcmaticks j I 
mean, of the Original Science j not of thole paul- 
try Fragments,- Scraps, and Offals, that arc taught * 
in Schools and Academies : Such as the Elements of 
lEuclidy the Rudiments of jdgehray Benax^er, Ki- 
find, or any other learned Pen. There's Ibmething 
more within the Verge of Human- vScience, than ' 
what has licch divulged hitherto in the World, or j 
at loaflk, more than what is now extant, and has 
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efcap'd the Ruins of Fires, Floods, Earthquakes, 
and the Jaws of all-devouring Time. 

Learned Orchan, I will not be profix \ " But an- 
fv^er me one Qucftion about the Soul. Canft thou 
believe the Stories of: the Priefts.Conccpning Porga-^ 
tory, Hell, and the two other Limbo's ? Hail thoii 
Faith enough to fwallow the ridiculous Figments 
of the Book entituled. Speculum Exemplorum-y a 
Tra^ fb highly celebrated and magnified, among the 
fuJ)eiftitious Nazarenes of the Roman Church ? Be- 
lieve me, thefe DoSbrincs arc the pure Effedfca of' 
jinthr^ffmorphi/mt or the Religion of thole who < 
rcpre(cnt God under the Form of a Mortal Man .

THE People, of JR^we having aboliflicd the 
Government of Kings, transferr'd the Sove- 
reignty on BrntHs and Collftmus, the Champions of 
their Liberty; altering both their Right and Title : 
For they call'd them Confuls, not Kings: And or- 
dain'd that their Power Ihould iaft but a Yearj which 
being expired,, new ones were ele£ted in their (lead. 
And the Reafon why they had Two, was. That if 
one prov'd guilty of Evil Adminiftration, Injuflice, 
or Tyranny j the other, having Equal Power, might 
curb him, and rectify the publick Afiuirs. They 
werealfb calVd Confuls, to put them in mind that 
they, were to da nothing arbitrarily, but ia all 
Things of Importance, to confult their Fellow 
Citizens. 

So great was the Joy of the Rcfnans, upon this 
Recovery of . their Freedom, that they could fcarce 
believe it was true. But as it uliially falls out 
in any furpirizing Happinefs, all feem'd as a Dream* 
And (b inveterate was their Averfion for Kings, 
tha,t they cxpeli'd ColUtinm from the City, only 
bccaufe he was Nephew to. Tarquin the Proud { 
whofe Namehe alfo bore. Valerius PnhlicoU was 
fiiblHtuted in his Sf ead : A Man lingularly devoted 
to the Publick Good. He own'd him£^lf the Crea- 
ture of the People, and gave Power of Appealing 
from him to them. And left he might offend them 
by the Lofty Building of his Hoiuej which alfo 
ftandine on a Rock, iecm*d ftrong as a Caftle -, he 
pull'd down the Upper Stories, and made it level 
with ordinary Houtes.

Brutus*s Collegue was no lefs (htdious than he> to 
gain the Favour of the Citizens $ even with the 
l>fln;6lion and Slaughter of his own Cfcftren. 
For, when he ^jerceived his Sons confpiring to re- 
ftore the abrogatcci Monarchy, he brought thcm 
forth into the Forum or Market-place: and having- 
caus*d them to be fcourg'd with Rods, he beheaded 
thorn : Thus demonftrating, that as a Parent of 
the People, he' adopted them in the Room of his 
perfidious Children. 

The Romans being ftom this Time made pcr- 
fc^Iy freei firft took Arms in Defence of their 
new-gotten Liberty, againA the neighbouring 
•King ', next for the Bounds of their Pominions ; 
than for their Confederates > and laft of all, for 
Glory and Empire : Being on every Side invaded 
and molefted by the adjacent People. For they 
had no Territories within the Walls of their 
City : So that they were no iboner out of the 
Gates, but they were expoled to the TofcMns and 
Latins i between whom the City was feated, as it 
were in the Middle. Thcfrefore refblving to en- 
large their Territories, they took one City and 
Province after another, till at length they became 
Maftcrs of all. Italy. 

Their firft Expedition was againft TorfennHy King 
of the To/cans i who fook the Field with a great 
Army j having the Tarqums along with him, wnom 
he undertook to rc-dhbiifli in the Throne of 
their Fathers. He made fierce and refblute Ad* 
Vances, poflcfllng himfclf joi the HiH J.anuHlmmi^ 
and the Avenues of the City i where he bdiegcd 
them clofc, and preffed them with Famine. Yet 
the Romans fudain'd all %yith adn^irable Bravery: 
And their (tout Refinance had* this Effe^, that at 
length Vorfenna, when he had almofl vanquiih'd 
thcroi made a League of Peace. He was chieHy 

mov'd 
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mov^'d to this by thofe Prodigies and Miracles of 
iltf*/«w Fortitude, Horatius Codes, Mutins ScavoU^ 
and Clelia. The fir ft of which, when he was hot- 
able to keep off the unequal Throng of hi<j 
Enemies, every where crowding on him j ac 
length broke down the Bridge, and (warn croTs 
the l^ber with his Weapons in Hand. The Se-. 
cond attempting to kAW lorfinnn in his own Camp ; 
when by miftake he had, inftead of the Kin; , 
ftabb'd his Vizier or Secretary, and for that Fact 
was feiz'd j he thruft his Right Hand, that was 
gttilty of the Error, into the Fire, faying^ with 
a menacing Voice, l^lnk not tljy Jelf the f/tfer, (> 
Kingy hcAufe thou haft efcafed my Hand^ fince ther,* 

yet remain Three Hundred Romans, who have all 

fwom to make the fame Attempt . Vorfenna trembled/ 
and \^x^ aftonifhcd at the Bolinels of the Man \ 
whilft Mutius ftood ftill, undaunted with his 
Hand broiling in the Fire, as a Demon ftrat ion 
*6f his invincible Conftancy, and of the Truth of 
what he affirm'd : Thus did thofe Two Famous 
Men behave themfelves. And as if a Glorious 

. Envy liad . fermented the Virtue of the Female 
Sex $ • a certain noble Virgin, called C/e/w, who 
was given in Hoftage to the iCing forfennfty efcap'd 
her Guards by Night j and mounting a Horie 
which flie^ found in the Wav, fwam over the 
Tfber on him. forfenna, as if ne were tcwified at 
tne Fortui^* and ftupendous Reiblution of the 
Ibomans, conlented to a Peace : But the Latins 

'would not let them reft 15 ; for they alfo at- 
tempted to reftore the Tarquins-, not fo much in 
Love to them, as out of Spite to the Inhabi- 
tants of Rome, being defirous to fee that People 
at leaft fubjugated at Home, who lorded it fo 
Abroad. There was a bloody Fight between 
'cmj and'the^ame goes, that Two Gods, Cajior 
and Foilux, were prefent on White HoVfes, as 
-.*; L 3 Spcdatora 
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Spcdiaeors of the G)mbat. Wherefore, after the 
Komam had gotten the Victory, they built a Tem- 
ple to thefe Warlike Deities j as a Stipend or 
Reward to their Champions. And thus far they 
fought for Liberty ; which having (uccefsfully 
aflerteJ and eftablifhed, they were involved ia 
frcfh Wars, about the Confines of their Domi- 
nion. 

It would be too tedious to rehearfe the various 
Battles and Encounters between them and the 
Neighbouring Nations, wherein at laft they always 
got the Vi^ory, and extended the Limits of their 
Empire far and wide. Such alfo, and £o prodi- 
gious were the Adlions, Exploits, and hardy Per- 
formances of this flout Peoplci that when King 
Tyrrhm coniider'd it, he brake fcrth into this Excla^ 
mation: Hoip enff were //« iaid he, U chah thiEm'^ 
pre {f the World, were PyirhttS Xing ^f the Rmaaasf 
or the Romans Sellers toVjtthml 

Yet as fad as this Viaorious People enlar^d 
their Territories Abroad, Co did their Seditions 
and Tumults increa/eat Home» raifcd/bythe Am- 
bition of ibme, and the Difcontent of rothersj till 
at length they had entirely fiibdued Uhlmly to 
their Obedience : In which Enterprize they fpent 
Five Hundred Years,, before they brought it tto 
Perfedion. 

Then, like a Fire which devours all the W^ood 
it nxeets in its Way, till its . Fury 'be ftppp'd by 
the IntercourJfc of fame River ;. fb the BjsmAm 
ceasM not to conquer to the very Shores oif IttUy, 
But when they confider'd Sicily^ as a raoft Rich 
and Plentifiil Ifland > only rent, as it were by 
ibmc Injurious Stroke of Time, or Fate, or Chanoe, 
from their Continent j they refolved to unite 
thcfe again by Arms and War, which could not 
be join'd together by Bridges, or Piers. And a 
very favourable . Opportunity prdcatcd. it iclf to 

them 
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them for this .purp0(c; whilft the Confederate 
People of MiffnAy the chief Mart of that Ifland, 
coniplain'd of the Tyranny pra^i(ed by the CarthM- 

At that Time^R«i»f and Carthage were emu- 
lous of each other} Both equally Rivals for Si- 
cfljfy and the Empire of the World. Therefore 
under a Mxsk of helping their Friends and Al- 
lie.r> the Kpmam betook themiehres to the Sea; 
but with real Dciign to enrich themfclves wich 
Boory, and adding this liland to their Empire ^ 
Whilft the Carihagimans appeared like Open Ene- 
mies and Pyrates, without any Difgujfc. Thefe 
having lod their Fleets in various ConHi^s, their 
Fate yielding to that of Rome, the Romans made 
Sicily a Tributary Province, and then reduc'd 
Sardinia and Corjka, Thus having expcli'd the 
. Carthaginians out of all the lOands of the Meaner- 
ranean Sea, there remain'd noth ng for them to 
Conquer on that Side, but ^frick it fclf. Where 
al(b they Landed, and took above Tiiree Hun- 
dred Places oi Strength, in a Ihort Time : 
Though they were ftoutly opfos'd, not only by 
Men, but alio by Monfters. For a certain Stu- 
pendous Great Serpent, a Hundred and Twenty 
Foot in Length, annoyed their Camp very 
much, near the River Rragadai as if this Dread- 
ful Beaft had come mto the World on purpoie to 
. be the Champion ot its Native Country, and de- 
, fend or revenge OppreiTed jtfrick. But Regulus^ 
. whofe Vi6h>rious Arms, neither Men, nor Mon- 
. iters, nor Fate, could hitherto refift \ made no flop, 
till he came with his Army before the Walls of 
Carthage it felf, the Root of all this War. Here 
Fortune began to fall off from him^ and proye 
his Enemy: Yet fb as only to give an Occafion 
for the Roman Virtue to appear more Illuftrious, 
For though by, the Good Condu^ of Xantiffus the 

L 4 Lacide" 
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Lacedemman General, Thirty Thouiand Romans 
were kiird in one Fight, and Regulus himfelf 
taken Prilbnerj yet fo great a Misfortune could 
not naake him Jofe himfclf, or ilnk into any^ 
Paffion beneath the Conftancy and Fortitude of 
an Invincible Hero. The Cartbagmmns fent him 
as their Ambafl&dor to the Senate of Ki>mef to 
propofe a Peace, and the Exchange of Captives.. 
But he was of a contrary Sentiment, and diflua- 
dcd the Senators from hearkning to any iiieh 
Overtures \ chufing rather bravely to return to his 
former Captivity* there to be crncify'd j than 
be Inftrumental in Word or Deed to the leaft 
Dishonour or Diiadvantagc of his Country: So 
that though vanquifh'd, he yet (cem'd to tri- 
umph o'er his Conquerors. And his lamented 
Fare had this Influence on the KoffMns^ that it 
mailc them profecute the War with more Fierce- 
ness and Ardor, to revenge the Blood of JRp- 
gulusj thiin in Hopes of Conqueft. So deep arc 
the Impreiiions ot Love, which a good General 
Living or Dead, makes in the Hearts of his Sol- 
diers, Thus the War was rcnew'd again in Si- 
cilfy wherein the Romans came off Conquerors: 
And as an Evidence of the Greatnels of their 
Vi^ory, they fliew*d an Hundred and Twenty 
Elephants taken from the Enemy in the FieW. 
Which would have been a great Prey, had they 
been taken in Hunting; but now ferv'd only as 
a Trophy of a more expenfive Cooqucft. Th*s 
Vi£tory was obtained in the Confullhip of Metel- 
lus I which was followed by a terrible Over- 
throw at Sea, in that of jipf'tm CUudms : When 
the Romans ftera'd not fo much overcome by their 
Enemies, as by the Prophaneneis of their Gene- 
ral, or the Divine Vengeance. For he confuk- 
ing the Augurs before he began the Engage- 
ment j Chickens were let out of their Coops, to 
• * obiWvc 
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obferve the wifh'd for Trepidation of the Corn 
they were to feed on. But when the Oraculous 
Birds would not tafte a Grain j the General dilguft- 
ed at the Fatal Omen, commanded them to be 
drown'd in the Sea, faying, with an impious Jeft : 
Since they will not eat, let them drink their Fill. 
In the fame Place was the Roman Navy liink and 
dellroy'd. 

There were many fuch Encounters as thefc be- 
tween them, for the Space of Four arid twenty 
Years and upwards j even till the Confulfliip ofXw- 
tatius Catulus; when the Enemy feem*d not to ad- 
vance with a Vkct of Ships, well mann'd and rigg'd 
with all Neceflarics, but all Car^thage appcar'd upon 
the Sea with the Woods and Forefls round about 
it. This prov'd its Ruin. For they were too 
heavy for Service: Whereas the Roman Navy was 
light and expeditious, like a 'moving Camp* in 
the Sea. In a word, they fet upon the Cartha- 
gimttrts {6 fiirioufly, and (hatter'd their Veflels with 
Inch Speed, that all the Sea^ between 5'/»r/tf»i/*-and 
Sicily, was cover'd with the difmal Wrecks. -And 
this Vi^ry was fb great, tiiat they had no far- 
ther Thoughts ot iailii\g to . Africk, and razing 
the Walls of their Enemies j that being counted 
necdiefs, fince Curthage was. now cxtinguifh'd in 
the Sea. 

"*Afr« this W^ way fintfh'd, the BamMt en^c^ 
a ihoit Reft, as it were to breathe themfelvesi. 
And as a Dcmonflfatipn of Peace, the Temple * 
of funus was fliut up, it having bieen conftaotly 
open before, from the Reign of Numa Pompilius*^ 
And this Diftinition was the Publick Emblem or , 
Peiace and War. 

Thou wilt not have the Patience to rfad" their 
Wars with the Ligurians, Gauls, lllyrians^ Macedo- 
nians, Syrians^ Germans, Sfaniards -, and, in fine, 
'with tiie moft potent Nations on Earth. ' 'Twill 
' » L/ he, 
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be as irk/bme to bedemin^d with a Rehear£il of their 
Domeflick Seditionsi and Changes of Government. 
Suffice it to fay, that this People grew worfe by 
the Incrcafe of their Empire : And after they had 
fubverted Carthage, Cmntb, Numantia, and other 
Famous Cities of Europe, Afia, and J^rick : After 
they had fubdued Gaul, Thrace, Cilicia, CapfadiH 
eia, Armenia, Britain, and many other moft rich 
and opulent Provinces abroad ^ they began to make 
War among themfclvesj their former Virtues turn'd 
into Vices : The Seditions, Confpiracies, and Emu- 
lations of the Triumviri, the TrUunes, of Cataliae^ 
Marias, Sylla, Anthony, Tompey, and a thoufand 
other Popular Commotions, help'd towards the Con- 
fuHon of this Empire > which leem'd to be the Sup- 
port of all Things. 

Moft Divine of the Succeflors of the Prophets i; 
this vafl Empire is now become but as a (hatter'd 
Skeleton of anticnt Rome i ^ And moil of the £xte< 
rior Members, are fallen to the Share of the AlK 
conquering Ottomans, God perpetuate the Vifto- 
ries of True Believers } and yet grant, that their 
Conquells may not out-laft their Virtues.

HAving in nay laft fpoken of the prefcnt State of 
Venice \ wi^erein I omitted nothing that I 
thought worth thy Obicrvation i I fhould now in 
order touch upon CanMa or Crete, the mod confi- 

. derable I (land that the Venetians^ not long ago, had 
under their Obedience. But fince by the Fate of 
War, it is fallen into the Hands of the vi6lorious 
Ofnmns j I will fay but very little of it, and pafs to 
the other Rcpublicks of Zttrope, 

There is no doubt, but fince the Conquefl of 
Candia by the Muffitlmans, the Imperial City a-* 
bounds. Vyith Geographical Defcriptions j Natural, 
Moral, ^nd Political Obfervations on it. But par- 
liaps they were wanting in the Hiftory of that Fa- 
mous Ifland: In regard the Books oLthe GentUes, 
are not much read by the True Believers : And *tis 
from thefe only, we can cdlle6: the .atitieiut Me- 

' snotrs of the Nations which v^cre once in their 
own VoSktEjon. 

This 
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This Ifland was once call'd Crete, md fafd ta 
be the Nuf fery of fnpher, as alio his Sepulchre. 
It obtained likewife the Title of Hecntompolis, be- 
caufe of the hundred Cities that were in it. And 
' fome caird it the Ifland of the Archers, in re- 
gard the Inhabitants being taught from their In- 
fancy to handle the Scythian Bow, grew fo expert 
in that Exercife, that they furpafs'd all other Na- 
tions. 

The Lacedemontans, Athenians, and other re- 
nbwned Commonwealths of Greece, received their 
Laws from Men born in this Ifland i as Plata 
and Tliny teftify. And yet Epmenides, one of 
their own Poets, gives them a bad Chara6ber,' when 
he fays, KfJiTf^ a^ 4<^^h H^ ^^teiA^ jcfe^fiy

They were much addided alio to all Kinds of 
Sorcery and Enchantments. A fraudulent Race of 
People i covetdus, greedy, idle, and ignorant of int 
genlous Arts and Sciences. 

Yet notwitbftanding this, they were Co powerful 
of old, that they could, as with.a Bridle,, curb ill 
Greece, During the Reign of one of their Kings,. 
whofe Name was ' Cydan, came up the Ufe of Pyr- 
rhick Meafuresj with which the Youth being arm'd 
Cap-a-Fe, danced with grpat. Labour and Sweat. 
And the Inhabitants hav| all along been fo tena- 
cious of this Cuftom, that it is oblcrv*d to this Day 
amo.ng^ the ^u/Hck Candiets, on their Holy-Days. 
For at fuch Times, the Youth of the Ifland meet 
together, arm'd with a Bow in one Hand, and ^a 
mkied Sword in the other, with a Quiver of Arrows 
Banging at their Backs, and thus they will'danJe 
indefatigably in the Heat of Summer, even at Noon- 
Day, when the Sun fcorches all Things with Iniiip-: 
portable Fervours*

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In Proceis of Time, this lAand l>ecame fubje^ 
to the Grecian Empire j and as fuch, fell into the 
Hands of Baldwin^ Count of FlanJers, r^ind Empe- 
ror of ConJIaMtinafle ; ,who gave it to the Marquis 
of Montferrat^ by whom it was fold to the Vene- 
tians, m the Year 1 1 94., for an . incredible Sum of 
Money : And that Republick has held it ever fince, 
till it was lately taken from them by the Invincible 
Ottomans, . 

ft is worth xemark," thax Candia, tht chief City 
of this Ifle, (call'd Caflroy and Candax, by the 
Creeks) is a Place jof ..that prodigious Strength, that 
it fufhin'd a Blockade of Twenty two Years, from 
1645' to 1667 5 and after that a Siege of two Yeaj^, 
from \66j to 1669 ; in which Space of Time, 
'tis thought, 600000 Mujpilwans lolt their Lives 
before it. 

The next Republick, in Order, is that of Genoa ; 
a -City whofe Power and Empire was far greater 
in former Times, than it is at prcfcnt. For they 
cxrended their Dominions even to the Black Sea 
where Tanais, that parts Eurofe fiqm A/ia, pours 
her Waters into the Falus Mdotis, Here they pojp- 
fefs'd the City Theodofia, 6r Cafa, as 'tis call'd at 
this Day. They alfo made themfclvcs Mafters of 
Cjiprus, Lesbos, ChiSs, with other Iflands in the 
jirchifela^o, and even of Pera it ielf, that magnifi- 
cent Adjundfc to the Imp*erial City. 

Yet, hqm the Beginning, they .were Feudato- 
ries of the Roman Empire, till the Year 600 6f 
the.Chriilian Hegira: For then Litharisy King of 
the Lombards, took* the City by Force,' and pTuh- 
dcr'd it. But when, after Ibme Years, it had rc- 
cover'd its pri ft ine Glory again j Charles I. and 
his Son Tefin, Kings of Italy, aod their Succcilbrs 
the Kings of France, bore Rule there for ahnoft 
9n hundred Years ; placing Governors in the 
City, who bore the Title of Counts of Genoa. 

And 
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And when, afterwards the Setrttcens had iubdotd 
Corfu A^ Adtmarus (then Count of Gtmtt) armed, 
out a Fleet of Gallies, invaddd the Ifland; and 
having defeated the Trm Beiieversy took PofTeiHon 
of it, and rcduc'd it under the Jurifdidfcion of 
Genoa j whofc Power at this Time was very great 
by Sea. 

After the Dominion- of Charles the Greats his 
Poftcrity was- by Degjecs ib diminifh'd, that at< 
length it becanjc in a manner quite extindt; the 
more potent among the Cttiiens took Turns to 
u/iirp the Government, and exercife a Tyranny 
ever the Inhabitants j which fb exafperated th^m 
that they often fubmittcd thcmfelves to Foreign 
Prmces. But finding (yU as great Incomrcniencies 
in this Dependancc on Strangers j at- laft, follow- 
ing the Example of the Venetians^ they chofe*to 
tfaemfelves a Duke, in the Year 1337 of theChri^ 
ftians Hegira. Him they fcnt with la Fleet to con- 
quer Cyfrusy which he accompli{h'd>with gobd 
Succefs. For>' havmg taken the Klng^ and Queen 
of the Country Captives, he impi'ifbn'd them, till 
t^ey agreed with him for a yearly Tribute to be 
paid to the Republic k of Genoa -^ and then he.re- 
fior'd them to their Native Polledion \ reserving 
only Famagnfta, the chief City of the Ifland, to 
himfelf. 

He cnter'd alio into a War with the Venetians ,• 
but being overcome ia .Battle, at his Return he 
was depos'd from the Ducal Office, and thrown 
into Prifon^ another being choien in .his Place. 
This was more fortunate than his Predeceffor againft 
the Enemy} doin^ them many Injuries j but at 
length he v^as kill'd in Battle, 

Then the Gemefe ele^ed another Duke, who 
goii^ to ConftantinopUi performed fuch eminent 
Services to the Emperor in his . Wacsy that he 

gave 
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fave him the lilaiid MityUn$\ which the Genoefi 
eld till the Year 115-4. 

After this, they created on*? to rule over them 
under the Title of Prince, in the Year 1381 : But 
not liking his Government, they threw, them- 
ielvcs upon the Prote6^ion of cW/« ^VIL King 
of France, who fent thither his. Deputy. Being 
fbon weary of the Fretuh Government, they join'd 
then^felves to the Duke of MiUn-y under whofe 
Patronage they lived till the Year 143 f> and then 
abdicating him, they created a Duke of their 
own again. This rais'd Fa^ions in the City; 
whilfl ibme adhered to the French Intereft, tod 
others elpous'd the Duke of MiUn*s Cau(e. At 
laft they fcrll again under the Power of the French, 
whom they obey'dj till Andress d'Oria having 
queird the Seditions, and paci/y'd the Ginventions 
. of the JPrfggi and Jbrm, two prevailing Fa&ions 
.in the Qtyi one confining of the Nobles, the 
other of' the CoiiiimoQSrhe eiUI»liflitd that Liber- 
ty in the Commonwealth ^of <?«»«/», which fhe has 
. ; enjoyVi ever fiaccs till of late £>me new Troubles 
. have been, given 'em by the Kings of Frmee and 

As to the Original of the Oen$efr^^ it is uncer- 
^ tain. Stpaho, and others, are of Opinion, that this 
Nation defcended from the Greeks^i whilft Thmci- 
, 4lydij derives them from the ^SiiilMns. They were 
called L^Hpupis hy the People. of ilf«^f. . And Fkrus 
mentions^ a certain Race of iJptrisnj, ^ho dwelt 
in the Dens and Caves of Mountains^ being a very 
fierce and warlike People, 

But now^a-days the Genoefe are a very polite and 
civiliz'd People} of a lively and fubtle Wit, cfpe- 
cially in Merchandizing, by which they greatly en- 
rich themlelves. They are alio exceeding induftri' 
r ous, (huukoiog no labour. or Danger for tlie £ike 

• of 
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of G^. 'They appear ftudious of tho(e things 
which tend to the Good o^ the Commoowealth ; 
yet are extreinely fickle and inc<Mi(hint, given to 
Fa6bion, and defirous of Novelty, as is manifeft 
by what I have before related of them : Which 
occaiioned a certain King of France, when one of 

•> his Lords told him tkat the Genock-were fih<mt to 
throw themfelves tfn his Tntronage, to anfwer, not 
without ibme Indignation, That they might go to 
the Devil fir froteSHon: lor I, (ays he, will have 
nothing to do'^with Men, loho are more utfiedfdft than 
theWavos of she Sea, 

This Inconflancy > never appeared more plaidy 
than ^in the hte ConfpiTacy of 'BAggi and fomty 
which had like to have proved of fetal Gonfequence. 
As to Vachero and 3iAhiy they were like the Dog 
in JOifof^ Fables, who loft the Bone to catqji at its 

. Shadow, in the Water: ^tht^t^ok^Wffmims were 

"iiot 40Ditent with the ftiong Party, which they had 
made in the City; bat mu(b needs, go to comaptthe 
Navy too; which ruin'd all their .Ddign«vfcn^ the 
^Fbt iwas di&orer^ by ^ one .of .the 'Sea-tCaplains. 
This QDrnmonwealth has been afflsfibed .^hh: many 
Wars ind 'Plagaes; :but none of either Sort -ever 

( tkreaten'd it with J&i mach Defiihtion as thciaft^ 
the one having almoft exhaufted their Trea{bry> and 
the other as near emptied^ the City of itsiohibi- 
tants^ As for die fii^ MisfcMrtone, the Scarcity 

.of Motley, they knewt^uielcly how to remedy it} 

t being ipertcift Chymifti, • and ^after^ of the Philofb- 
phcr's Stone, it there be any fiich thing in Nature. 

'But whether there be or not, this is certain, That 
the Genoefe are old Do^rs at garbling, tranfmutu^ 
and adulterating of Metals ; And the Ottoman Em- 
pire has experienced it to the great Damage of onr 
Merchant^ at Ccvfiaminople, Smyrna, Aleppo, and 
other Ports, where the Genoefe did put qS their 

bafe 
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baft Coin, to the Value bf fbmt Millions. But 
ths^ Cheat may cod them dear one time or 
other. 

The Genoefe appear at prcfent more inclinable to 
Mcrchandifc than to Wan However, it muft be 
confefsM, that this Commonwealth has brought 
forth valiant and expert Soldiers $ as is evident 
from the Families ot the D$ria's, SpinoWs, and . 
others, vi^ho have proved famous General^, ■ and 
Leaders of Armies infcveral Partsof .E»r<»fe» . 

Of iucb-as there'ha9Ge;3tf«-.more caufc to boaft, 
than ot any flrong Forts, Caftlcs, or fenced Cities 
within^ her Dominions im Italy ^ Nay, the chief 
City, Genoa itfelf, trufts more in the King of Spam's 
Protedlioa, than in her owit Strength. That 
Monarch > is indebted to > the Gmoefe . Merchants 
eighteen Millions of Gold, beiide the Interefi: 
of *••♦* Years. For, this .Bill was giv«n in to 
iiini in the Year * 1600 •of the Xhriftians Higha. 
By* tbis>r;thou may'A .guefs at the. Riches of this 
Commonwe^th-. 

. As tathe mannor of their Gbvcrnmcnt, it differs 
.not much from that of Vemcti the. fiipreme Power 
being in the Hands of the Senate,, who eled a Duke 
every two Years by Lot, out o£ four Men who 
are proposed as worthy of that High Oifice. No 
Maa can propoie any thing to the. Senate, but the 
Duke himfelf; who lives ina Pablick Palftce during ' 
the two Years of- his Government, and has z 
a guard of five hundred Germans about his Hou{e 
aad Pferibn. 

It would be fuperfluous to * trouble thee with 
an Account of the Judicial Courts, the Manner 
of eled^ing the > Senators, and other Publick Ma- 
giftrates, with the reft of their peculiar Politicks.

Will- he. be wi- 
fer than Vtoletny, Cajfamler, Ett^Ioxus, ArcheUm, 
Hojchihx, HalicarfMjfdHj, and many others, molt 
expert Mathematicians> and Men of a profound 
Judgment, who have confefs'd. That after all 
their Search in this Science, they, find it impofliT 
ble to make any certain Concluiion from th^ Con- 
figurations above i in regard of the innumerable 
Multiplicity of Caufes co-operating with them, 
to which we are wholly Strangers: Bcfidcs thoic 
Thhigs which oppofe, or favour the Influence of 
the ^ars among our (elves, and with which we 
are very familiar; as the Force of Blood, Cu- 
ftoms. Traditions, Manners, Education, Prejudice^ 
PrepoiTefTion, Place and Time^ Empire and Saiy- 
jedion: Diet and Difciplinej finally, the Freedom 
of Mind, or its Servitude. All which, they 
fay, the Stars cannot compel, but only difpoie and. 
incline. 

Moreover, they who have prefcrrbcd the Rules 
of Judicial Aftrology, differ fo extremely in one 
and the fame Subje^, that there is no Encou- 
ragement for a thinking Man to hope ever to make 
a true Judgment by tneir Rules, unlefs he be di- 
vinely infpir'd within, and have a certain natural In- . 
ftind, which fuggefls to him the Knowledgie of 
future Things: Or he is pofTefled by fbmc prc- 
faging Vdmon, , whole Whiipcrs dire^ him what 
Judgment to chule among the many that may be 
niade upon the Sijght of a Scheme, according to 
the Variety "of Rufcs that have been given. And 
this is the Opinion of the learned Hali my 
Countryman, who has had many Followers. So 
that after all, this boafted Science will rather dc- 
fcrvc the Name of Sortrlo^ than Afirphgy, whilA all 

' . .■ . . -its 
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Hs Di6tates dq)end on pure Conjefture, or the ex- 
tempore Affe£tions of the Mind j or which is word 
of all, on the Afflatus of bufy, inecrefted Spirits, 
Genii, or Daemons of the Air, who have fome Dc- 
lign of their own to parfiie, and make Men their 
Tools to execute it. 

Undoubtedly, t4icy both deceive others, and 
are deceived themfclves, who pra6fcife this vahi 
Art for the Sake of filthy Lucre. For, if there 
was any thing of Truth in it, how came they 
to fail fo ohen, and fb egrcgioufly in their Pr«r 
didbioDS ? Or, why do they always -couch their 
Prognoftications in fiich ambiguous Terras-; thit 
h'ke the Delfhick Oracle may be taken in which 
Scnfc you pleafe, and aj^ly'd to any Nation, 
Prince, Time, or Perfbn j as the Aftrologer ihall 
pleafe to comment, after fbmething of what he 
has faid at random may have happen'd ? For from 
that infinite Variety of Stars and Alpc6is, it is 
very cafy for a b-eld Sophifter in this Art, to 
cull out fttch for his Turn, as (hall be proper tb 
convince ignorant People, that he was in the 
right when he promised them long Life, Health, 
Honour^, Riches, Children, Friends, Power, Vic* 
tory, the Enjoyment of their Loves, and fuch^ 
like ; or threaten'd the quite contrary ; even juft 
as they fall out. But if at any Time they were 
catch'd' in an apparent FaHhood> then they either 
compliment a Man into a good Opinion of them^ 
bv telling him, Ji wife Mdn has Dominhu ever 
the Stars 5 or they irifuk over him by a thou- 
iarid Conteilipts of his fuffcs*d Folly y which they 
iay, refifted the Influence rf the Stars, and hindered 
their good 'EffeB. Yet, thefe' Sort of People are 
in chiefcft Rcqueft among the Princes and Poten- 
tates of the Earth} cfpeciklly in tht Eafl, where 
there's nothing to be done -either in Peace or 

M War, 
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rithout firft conlultii^ the Aftrologcr. The' 
bare is not a more unprofitable, not to lay a 
tfiiUnt BJKt »f Mm in « C»mtMtmt»Uh. 
tliui TMcimt, a grave Author, complain'd of 
old Time : So did V»rrt, with ocber Jlncere 
i. And it was a Cunom in Altx»mirU for- 
fbr Aftrol<^rs to pay a certain Tribute, 
they coll'd FooU-pence, bccaafc it was takcD 
ne Gain which the Allrologers made by their 
eenious Folly, and the credulous Dotage of 
dmirers.

tors. Which has occalion'd many to. confound 
this Deluge with thofe of Deucalion and Offges, 
mention'd by OviJ and other Gentile Writers.'

Shn to be favoured- 
with the Firft Difcovery of the Truth,- and thofc* 
oFfafhet and Cham, to remain ignorant of their

It has been ufi^al with the Learned Naaarenes of 
hte, to cry down the Writings of Manethon the 
JEgyftlaUy Beroffis the ChaUxan, Fkila the ytnr-, 
with Metafthen&s, jinnianus, and others Authors of 
Antiquity^ bccaufe they have deliver'd Relations* 
wi^icn thwart the' Errors of thcfe Modern Writers:

of longer Standing. As if thole, who are but of 
Yefterday, knew better the Extent of Time back^ 
wards, than fueh as^ liv'd above Two Thousand 
Years ago. Thus they retrench the Primitive Sue* 
cefTions of the Afj^an Mmuirchyi becaufe they are 
dated before. their Jrs$%jk Mfocha of ifloah*s Flood i 
And in the fame manner they deal with the ^gyf' 
tioMs and Indians of the Eaft ,* fc^cauie thofe King- 
doms were in Being. long before the Time thele 
Upftarts have fct the Beginning .of the WorW.

The Ground of this Error, no doubt,, was. partly, 
the Ambition of the yeuw/^. Nation,i to poflefe at 
Fame of greatcift Antiquity,' apd to be accouoteil 
Older than other Countries j and partly the Loisr. 
of fuch Monuments and Records, as were Extant « 
in other Nations before Ntf^^'s Flood. 

Of all People in the Earth, x!ti<JaT»s £eem to have 
been mod guilty of impo{iag on the World an OpiV 
nron of their Antiquity, and. aggrandizing their, 
Line above all the Race of AJam, And from them 
tjie Error is trapfmitted to the'Chriftians ; who giving . 
a kind of implicit and bh'nd Faith to the Hehrewl 
Miftorians, havci cbnfin'd the Age oi the World. 
witblQ the Compafs of fix thoufand Years > where- 
as, 
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as, if other Chrooologics be true, it may, for ought 
we know, be above Six hundred thoufand Years, 
old. ^ "' 

The JE^ftUn Chronicles give us an Account of 
no lefs than feventeen fucceflive Dltutfliis, or Go- 
wrnors in that Nation, before the Jtwijh and Chr> 
fimn Bfocha'j of the Origin of Time. The AffyrUns^ 
bojft of a Race of KJnes long before lioAh*% Flood ; 
whofc Succeflion continued down to the Reign of 
Sardanapalus, without the leafl Interruption or Va- 
cancy made by any fiich Deluge. But the Chio§ft 
and Indians exceed all the reft of the World in the 
prodigious Antiquity of their Records^ And among 
tlic latter, their BrAchmans aflfert the Age of the 
World to be little Icfs than Infinite or Eternal- 
The Laws and Hiftories of this Nation, fl ipeak 
ot the. Gtntile Indians) are written in a Language 
which is now^ antiquated, and has no Affinity with, 
-any other Speech in the World. And the Books 
that arc extant in this Language, aflcrt,. that it was 
tJic fir ft and. primitive Speech of Mankind.

- A great deal more might be iaidj but this is 
flifficient to render it very probable, if not tp dc- 
mqnftratc, that this was no more than a particular 
Deluge, by which God was refolvcd to exterminate 
the Infidels out of .that Land : Even as he has \n* 
fli^bed Judgments as terrible on other Nations, 
deftroying them by Lightning,, or vehement WindSi 
or by Armies of Wild Beads, as the Alcoran ofccii 
intimates. Other Hiftories fpcak of whole Cities inf 
jffrick, with all their Inhabitantsy tttmed inta Stone 
in one Night's Timey as a Tunijhment of their wal- 
hiring in that Vice, whofe very Imagination creates 
M Horror in chafie Souls, 

Suppofing therefore, that only Armeniay or the 
adjacent Countries, were overwhelmed in this De- 
luge ; it will be eaiy to fuggcft, that the other Na- 
tions, fuch as Bgyfty China, and the InMes, might 
retain their. Chronologies uncorrupt, from their Ori- 
ginal Source of Time, 

It is of great Importance tg^-.true Hiftory, that 
this Point (hould be thoroughly examin'd, and the 
Extent of the Flood adj.fted : For if it could be 
.apparently made out, that Noah's Flood was but 
fuch another as tho(c of Ogyges and Deucalion, rll 
the Mifts which darken Antiqiiity would vanilh. 
The whole-Firmament of Chronology would be- 
come clear and fcrene ; and we fhould walk in the 
Light ot the primitive Ages,, without being da:^ 
zled, or forc'd to wink. 

Mcthinks, I behold this Light glimmering from 
afar like Aurora, the chearml Harbinger of ap- 
proaching Day. Methinks I fee the Splendour 
of Hiftorical Truth riling from the Orient, and 
gilding the Tops of thole Mountains, wlxich. the 
Ignorance and Supcrftition' of fbme, the Pride 
and Ambition of others, have raifed to hinder 
our Profped of the far-extended Ages of the pri«^ 
laitive World. And without Rapture, or Hyperi^ 
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koUy I dare be bold to preTage, Ihat a littU mort 
XmwMge in tht Indian Language and Hifioms, will 
bring tSofr Things to Light, which have leen hid fit 
many thoufrnds tf Xtarj, from the greateft Tan of 
Mankind. 

Go on then, thou &cred Patron of Hi (lory j go 
on to encourage this unparalleled Work ! Send Mei* 
fengers to the Indies i Men of Learning and Pru<» 
dence. Let them court the Brachmans with the 
Promifes of ineftimablc Rewards : Let them try ta 
win thofe renowned Philofophers, to come with 
their Books to the Sanctuary of the World ; that 
£o this Univerfal Hiflory may tranfcend all that 
have been written before it 5 and that the proud 
Contemners of the Muffulmans may have this Pro- 
verb common among themfelves* when they would 
aflert any thing ferioufly, to fay, It is as true as 
an Oracle^ or as the Chronology of thofi who beHevi;

Howev^, it is fit that thoa 
fliould^ be informed of the particular Syiinptom$> 
and the Cauies, as far as I can guefs at 'em j ^^4 
1 can do no lefs than make thee tn part my C(rff- 
fepr. 

Methinks I feel the Reverilon of my youthful 
Vanities inherit the Entail of my paft Pleafures ^ . 
which is certainly nothing but Ps^in and Torment. 
Thoie Agonies which I laugh'd at in other Mei^ 
are now fallen to my own Share. . The Comedies^. 
of my greener Years, are become the ftirflblp Tra- 
gedies of my weather-beaten Age. 

Whilfl I fweat, frown, and make a thoufand 
Grimaces at the Anguilh given me by the Gout, 
Stone, Strangury, Cholick, Cramp^ and other acutee 
Difeafes, which excruciate me by Turns -, I think. 
the divine Nemefis has appointed (bme Devjl for an.; 
Jn^^uffitor and Tormentor of every Bone, Vein, Ar- 
tery, Nerve, Muicle, and Gut in my Body. Surely, 
Fm laid in the firft Pickle of Nati^re's Wrath : I 
wifh it may be the laf^ j for I do not in the ieafl 
covet her Ill-will. 

Then I have my fucceffive Intervals of Dropfies, 
Afthma's, Dyfentcries, Fevers, Confumptidns, and 
God knows how many more Species of Sick^|(s, 
Yet ibmetimes I am as feemin^y well in Health 
as Morion ZttJifian, the old -rf|4, that lived juft 
by the Obelisk in the Hipfodrwne i who ran away 
ftom his Father ix^ his Youtlji, and ferv'd fe- 

vcnteetv 
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vcntccn Years in the Wars of ferjif^^ liv'd 'till' fie- 
Was eighty nine Years old j yet never way* 
let Blood, took Phyfick, or was iick in all* bis 
Life* 

I proteft, 'tis hard for me to guefs at my own* 
Conftitution, or to find out tjhe Original of thofc- 
difFerent Habits in ray Body* Yet I have a feel- 
ing Scnfe of that royfclf, which I cannot exprels 
to another. 

Sometimes I think there is fbme native, and ra*- 
dical Venom in my Body, deriv'd from thclnffir- 
eaceof malignant Stars, that had the Donijnion at 
my Birth j tho' how, or why it fhouid be for, I: 
am alt<>gether ignorant. Neither can. an Aftrolb^ 
ger, with ^1 his Schemes and heavenly Figures, 
convince me which of the Conftellations or Planets 
dfd me the fatal Injury. I give no Credit to theii^

<\ovLy or Ataxy, in our animal Spirits ; or tome 
hereditary Contagion in our Blood, or feminal 
Pefts in our Humours j which, Proteus like, ap- 
pears in different Forms, ihaiquerading it up and 
down our Bodies, in the Dilguife of Fevers, Ar- 
gues, Phthificks^ Coughsy* Coniumptions, Rheuina- 
.tifms, Pieuri/ies, and a thoufaiid more. Of, per- 
-.haps-oar Vitals are not found : Some Fall, 'or 
•Knock, or other Accident in our Infancy, might 
-put us out of. Frame } or the Debaucheries of 
:Youth may leav^ their Sting behind them, to cha- 
.ftifc our riper Year^, and teach us Wifdom before 
;k is too late. . . i . 

I tell thee in (hort, all my Maladies, as I conjec- 
ture, owe their Origmal to m :ill-Tera'j>cr'd Spleen, 
•and vitiated Hyfochorutria, This, z^ I faid before, 
I can eafily feel within myfelfj' but can hardly 
cxprefs the Manner how it comes to pafs, with 
that Accuracy as is requifite to' niake another fcn- 
iible of it ; Only, in general Terms, I fuppofe it 
has made me extremely melancholy at fbme TinVps, 
and as exceflive merry and fi-olickfbme at othdrs*; 
both which. Pailions, thou know'fl, have an ill |]y- 
fiuencc on the Heart, Mtdri£F, Pemarilium, Li^f^f, 
and Lungs» This I have found by fre^ent and long 
Experience^ tho' I will not undertake 'to defcribe 
the mechanick Operation of tjieie contiguous Vi- 
tals one lipon- another; efpecialjy to thee; who art 
tue moft Accofppliihed and furious Anatomifl

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t>f this Age. SufHce it to fay, that I have per-

LETTER XIV. 

To Abdcl Melee Mali Omar, Prefix 
dent of the Coll. ^^Sciences at Fez. 

I Have had to do lately with Men pretending to 
Aftrology j Perfims of many Words, and often- 
tous ExpreifiOM j but of little Senfe, and leis 
Knowledge, .even in the very Stfieace they boaft 
of. I can compare them to none more properly, 
than to thoie Travellers, iKrho vifit foreign Coun* 
tries, that they nuy come borne laden withRomances 
and Fables, withtriflmg Remarks, and jejune Obier- 
vations, to make a crackiit^ Noiie among the Vvl" 
^X% whilft wiie Men laugh at their Folly, in that 
after all their extravagant Rambles abroad, they 
are not able to give a rational Account of any 
thing to the Purpofe i and are pevfedtly Strangers 
to fhe Pkce 6i their own Nativity. So thefe 
pretended Star>^azers, whilft they boaft of beii^ 
£imiltarly acquamted with all the Regions of the 
Sky \ can draw Maps, Chart5» and Figures of the 

remotf 
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remote Heavens, delineate the Houfcs of the Zo- 
diacky the Courfc of the Signs, the Governnients, 
Laws, and Influences -of the Planets and Cbnftel* 
ktions i are ignorant of their own domeflick Re- 
gion, this Globe whereon they dwell. They know 
not th.e Things with which they arc daily conver- 
fantj much lefs can they penetrate into the Secrets 
of tbe Carth, or difcover the Things that are iind^ 
tlwir Feet. 

Wherefore turning my Back on thefe vain Scio- 
lifts, I approach with Reverence to thee, who art 
accomplifh*d in the Myftcries of thole Worlds above 
and this below.

And in regard there is no fuch Web or Net to be ' 
found under the Skin of a White Man, it fcrv*d to 
him as an Argument, that they were two different 
Species or Races of Men from the very ^^ Ori« 
gioal of Mortals } Nature having given the one 
.Kind an inward as well as an outward Chara^er* 
iflick to diAinguiih them from the other, in this 
diverfe Organization of their Fodies. 

I muft confefs, it has been my Opinion a long 
time, that the JHegroes or Blacks owe their Colour 
to a far higher and more ancient Original than (o 
the Curie which Noioh pronounced on Cham and all 
his Po£l«rity, as is commonly believed. And I 
could even grant them to be a different Race from 
that of Atiam \ for it is no new thing with me to 
^conceive, that Mankind had a different Original from 
that which \$ recorded in the Books that go un- 
der Mefeis Name, And I dare be bold to fay, that 
the Book [oi Geneps] was cither not penn'd by 
Mofisis or \t it were, that it has been much cor- 
ruptied in Aftei^-times j and that at prefent there i& 
not any known True Copy of it in the World* 
For hoY^.can ^c father io many Incongruities, as 
are to be found in that Booky on the Holy Pro* 
•phct ? . Or if he were really the Author ot liich 
Coatradi^ions and Abfurdities, how can we belieiw 
idm without forfeiting our Scnfc? God gave us 
our Rea^n to be a Lamp and a Prop,, to light and 
~4Uppopt us as we w;Jk through the Qark and Un- 
7^m%M6ki^M'^^^k pi ^is Moiial- Life, not as an 
1, *' N IgnU 
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tgnis TatuHs to niifguidc us, or a Reed of ^ivpt, 
whkrh deceives him that leans on it, and caufes nim 
to fall. He hiis Iquar'd our Faculties to the Works 
©f Eternitjr. Oar native Ideas of Things: are ejc- 
aft and true, ttU adulrerated by the falfe Strokes of 
Education, Superftition; and foreign Error. Thus 
in my Infancy, I remember I coifld not conceiire 
any Limits to the Extent of Space, nor any Be- 
ginning to the Age of the World. And I hive 
retained the fame Notion of Infinite and Eternal 
Matter ever fince, even to thefe Gray Hairs. So 
ot the Original of Mankind, I bel/evfe not the nar- 
row and partial Genealogies of the ^evy, who only 
flrove to exalt themielves and their own Lmeage 
above all the Nations on Earth belides. 

For ought I know, there were as many Original 
Trotoflafts of Mortals, as there are dfflfereat Na- 
tions, {peaking various radical and material Lan- 
guages ; obeying fcveral Forms . of Government, 
and pradtiling diftin^ Maxims and Principles- Or, 
it is polTible, the Enft produceti one Ibrt of Men, 
the Weft another; whilft the Sorih and the South 
brought forth an equal Variety. Who knows the 
Force of the Confteliations and Heavens above ; or 
the hidden Virtues which exhale from the Depths 
below? Thele may differ as the Climates do: And 
the firft Ingredients of the Earth might air be* 
xnBrk'd with the various Affe6iion^, Paflions and 
Difpofirions of her then Common Parent ,v even 'as 
Children arc now-a-days ftigraatiz'd with the Luft 
of a teeming Mother. . 

Oh that it were poffible with Thfetts to de/cend 
into the Bowels of this Globe, and come up alire 
and fafe again! that we might dive into the A- 
iyffes below, and vifit the Caverns of perpetutil 
Darknefs ! that we might creep along bv the koo«s 
of the ancient Mountains, or through the Clanaek 

of 
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of Mmes a thoufind Miles beneath the Surface.* 

there wou'd I icek for the Fountains of hiddtrn Wa- . . ' 1 

fers, which run to and fro in the Veins of thi 

Earth ; I wqu'd find out the Subterranean Seas* ' { 

Lakes, and. Rivers, which feed our Upper Ocean J 

with its Briny Floods. And perhaps, there I ihduld ! 

difcover the True Gaufc of the Flux and Reflux of

This is the Subilance of what n^ Meflenger cpuld 
learnofhimi and he ^s for<^\f to ufi Abundtmce of 
Caution in Enquiring fb fari left by being lefs-Teferv'd, 
he might have been brought himfelf into Trouble, 
run the Hazard of being put to the Torture, and 
diicovering what I intniSed him with, beiides other 
Inconvcniencies. *

But theie Arguments are fuperflu^ 
ou$ '% Thou needeH no Spurs, to do a generous A- 
6:ion. I know thou lovcfl me, and wilt be a£i;ive 
at this Jundhire on my Account. , 

In full asdr entire Confidence of this, I take xaj 
Rq>o£e under the Shadow of the Divine Mercy j 
begging of Goo to afford thee a Shelter in Time 
of Perui and that when thou and I have weather'd 
all the Tempcfts of this Mortal Life, we may tri-
